Depaiding on what news re- 
ports were read or heard and 
depending on whom one talks to, 
the State Democratic convention 
was either a victory or defeat 
for the dominant Democratic 
Organization.

least when ideological or per- 
sonality factors divide the non- 
organization camp." (from the 
Washington Post) to, "The im- 
pact..is that dramatic change 
in the posture of the Virginia 
party is coming." (From the 
Norfolk Virginia-Pilot.) 

Others were not so sure. 
'•Whemthe turmoil of little had ^ 
subsided, neither side had been 
routed..." (From the Newport 
News Daily Press.) 

While victory was claimedby 
Norfolk liberals despite the de- 
feat of Joseph Fitziaitrick for 
the post of party chairman by 
a slim margin, oQiers claimed 
that the Organization had beaten 
-JMck the assaultof all the forces 
that StateSenator Henry Howell, 
Congressional nominee Fred- 
rick Stant, U. S. Sen. William 
B. Spong, Jr. and gubernatorial 
hopeful William Battle could 
(mister. 

Rep. Watklns Abbitt, long con- 
sidered an Organi^tion stal- 
wart, will still continue to head 
the State Central committee, 
although inroads into the comm- 
ittee itself were made by the. 
coalition of moderate and lib- 
eral forces. 

The Organization's candidate 
for Democratic National Comm- 
itteman Waldo Miles of Bristol 
witiidrew from the race and 
State Sen. William Hopidns of 
RoaiK>ke was elected by acclam- 
ation. 

It was noted, however that 
present committeeman Sidney 
Kellam could have been elected 
had he chosen to reconsider 



his non-candidacy. He was xa- 
pbrtedly urged to do so Satur- 
day, but chose not to run. The 
Richmond delegation reportedly 
strongly favored Kellam. 

The Orf^zation backed Mrs. 
A. Stewart Bolling,Jr. of Ports- 
mouth, who won handily over 
her non-Organization opponent. 
The defeat of the unit rule was 




considered an Organization de- 
feat, but the convention also 
bound the delegates fb Gov. 
Mills Godwin, as a "favorite 
son". The unit rule can also 
be enforced by the delegates 
if they choose to do so in 
caucus. 

The Virginia Beach delega- 
tion to the state convention, 
while disputes of one kind or 
another were going on, was the 
picture of harmony and accord. 
All votes within the delegation 
ye^e wanimous.Thedel^ation 
$upponed lire. Boiling and 

It wis reported that, several 
members of the Virginia Beach 
delegation had favoredlFitzpat- 



rick, but a spokesman said no 
delegate ever mentioned this in 
the caucus although anyone ha'd 
ample opportunity to do so. 

Kellam, who remains Demo- 
cratic National Committeman 
through this fall's election also 
noted the harmony in the First 
District caucus. Kellam re- 
ceived a long standing ovation 
in that caucus when a resolution 
was passed commending him 
for his continuing work over 
the years for the Democratic 
party of Virgiitia the First Dis- 
trict and Virginia Beach. 

Kellam, in his role as comm- 
itteeman, will go to the nat- 
ional convention in Chicago as 
a delegate with a full vote. 

Other Virginia Beach resid- 
ents who will attend the conven- 
tion as delegates or alternates 
from the First District or the 
state at-large include J. Hugo 
Madison, Mrs. Mary Moonves, 
Robert Barco, and Mrs. Shirley 
Supak. 

At the state convention other 
Virginia Beach residents ser- 
ved in various positions. Del. 
Kenneth Whitehurst, Jf . served 
on the resolutions committee; 
Frank W. Cox served on the per- 
manent organization committee, 
and James R. Darden served as 
assistant Sgt. at Arms. 

While many considered the 
state convention to be storm 
signals for the Organization, 
a large number of others believe 
the storm signals were for the 
forces lined up behind Battle 
and Spong and the forces lined 
up behind Howell, Fitzpatrick 
and Stant. The combined forces 
of both camps were only part- 
ially successful in Salem, but 
Itheir expected split in the gub- 
jernalorial primary next year 
|is expected to favor the Organ- 
ization.^

City Council's first off- 
Monday informal meeting open 
to the press lasted three hours 
and was adjourned with a list 
of items still to come before 
the members. Another informal 
meetingiihas been set for next 
Monday since there Is no reg- 
ular Council meeting until Aug. 

12, 

Besides the surprise resig- 
nation of Councilman G. Dewey- 
Simmons, Jr. and the presen- 
tation of the cultural-convention 
feasibility study, (See separate 
stories) a number of items 
were discussed by Council. No 
action can be taken In the in- 
formal meeting, but the matt- 
ers were takei^ under advise- 
ment and will be presented 
at the next r^ular meeting. 

The press was excluded from 
two matters. School Supt. E.E, 
Brickell and his financial assis- 
tant appeared before Council to 
discuss revisions in the present 
school operating budget. It was 
pointed out that the budget was 
drawn up by Brlckell's pre- 
decessor, F.W. Cox, who re- 
tired March I. 

Brickell would not say whe- 
ther additional funds were be- 
.ij^g asked, Init only that revis- 
ions were called for. He added 
that the only reason he did not 
wish the matter made public 
was because he had not dis- 
cussed It with the School Board 
and wished Council to be ad- 
vised when he did so In Aug- 
ust. At that time the recom- 
mendations and any Council ac- 
tion wlllbecomepubIlc,accord- 
li^ to City Manager Roger Scott 
and Brickell. The other matter 
from which the press was ex- 
cluded was discussion of app- 
ointments to the proposed City 
Personnel Board,e]9ectedtobe 
created l^ ordinance at the next 
regular meeting. It is e]q>ected 
that additional names for con- 
sMeratlon will again be.dis- 
cossed In private llMiday.

Body Found 
In Creek 



A body, identified as that of 
Matthew W. Coffigan, Jr., was 
discovered Tuesday evening by 
a police boat searching the wat- 
ers of Long Creek, Coffigan, 
33, had been the subject ofa 
search since Sunday night when 
he reportedly "went for aswim 
to cool off" after returning from 
a fishing trip with Jerry Drake 
and Clifton Haynes, both of First 
Colonial Road. 

Police investigators quoted 
Haynes with saying Coffigan 
dove into the water, resurfaced, 
then vanished beneath the sur- 
face. According to Haynes, 

Coffigan went for the swim, as 

he and Drake were bead»ingthe***^i^^jj^- 
lO-foot boat the trio used during 
the day. 

The search for Coffigan, of 
Hawaiian Drive, began Sunday 
night and continued throughout 
Tuesday involving Virginia 
Beach police, members of the 
Ocean Park Volunteer Fire and 
Rescue Department, the Vir- 
ginia Beach Rescue Squad, di- 
vers from Seal Team 2 from 
the Little Creek Naval Am- 
phibious Base, and divers from 
the Virginia Beach police dr" 
partmeiA. • "^ 

Strong currents in the Long 
Creek ctennernear Great Neck 
Road hampered divers in their 
underwater search, and a heavy 
alccumulatlon of underwater 
loes hindered efforts to drag 
the region. Cofflgan's body was 
discovered floating in Long 
Creek when It came to the 
siirtaee Tuesday evening. 



City Council faces another 
long zoning docket at its next 
regular meeting on Aug. 12 at 
City Hall besides all Its other 
considerations. . 

There are 29* items on the 
docket, already acted on by the 
City Planning Commission. Or- 
iginally there were 35 items 
on the commission's docket, 
but six were deferred. 

As usual, rezoning and use 
permits for the building of ap- 
artments and townhouses lead 
the list of matters to be dis- 
cussed. Up for approval are 
374 apartment units and 924 
townhouses for a total of an 
additional 1,098 living units for 
Virginia Beach. 

The Planning Commission is 
recommending approval of an 
application of Lynnhaven Build- 
ing Supply Corp. for rezoning 
land south of Wolfsrutre Road 
near Regency Drive" for 164 
townhouses. Opposition by 
nearby residents was generally 
overcome when provisions were 
made allowing no apartments 
or recreation on or facing 
Wolfsnare Road. The Parks and 
Recreation Commission had in- 
dicated its support of a play- 
ground on Wolfsnare Road. 

Also recommended for app- 
roval is an application of Her- 
bert Lj Kramer for rezoning 
and us^ permits to build 460 
townhouses at Newtown andBa- 



ker Roads, as well as an app- 
lication by Kramer and others 
to excavate a 16-acre lake in 
the same area for the proposed 
subdivision of Lake Richard. 

Another application of the 
Lynnbrook Corp. for 300 town- 
houses on South Newtown Road 
near Pontiac Road will also 
come before the Council with 
the recommendation of approval 
by the commission.

The City Council seat va- 
cated Monday by Lynnhaven 
Borough representative G. De- 
wey Simmons, Jr. was barely 
cold before at least five names 
were being mentioned promi- 
nently to fill it. 

The Simmons resignation due 
to health and financial reasons 
came as a complete surprise 
when he arose in the middle of 
the Informal meeting of Council 
and announced his decision. 

"There comes a time in a 
man's life when he must put 
things in perspective," said 
Simmons, who also noted that he 
had missed a number of meet- 
ings recently because of health 
problems. 

, He said that he had a severe 
arthritic condition that was agg- 
ravated by tension, and that his 
service on Council during the 
past two years had Imposed a 
financial burden on him. 

Several Councilmen said they 
knew he was considering re- 
signing but were not aware 
that he actually would Monday.' 
Simmons said he made up his 
mind while on his way to the 
meeting. 

Council could only accept the 
resignation informally and pre- 
sent it at the next regular meet- 
ing, where a resolution comm- 
ending Simmons for his work 
on Council will also be read. 

Filling the vacancy is now up 
to Council, and that could prove 
to be a difficult decision. 

Within hours after Simmons 
resigned, insurance man J. 
Hugh Barnes, Jr. beganseeking 
support for the post. Barnes, 
now considered an Organization 
supporter, ran as Independent 
candidate for Sheriff in 1955 and 
was defeated. He also noted that 
he has worked for both sides 
of the Democratic party In Vir- 
ginia Beach in the past. 

The name of attorney Owen 
Pickett, chairman of the city 
Democratic committee and un- 
successful candidate for Com- 
monwealth attorney last year, 
was also mentioned immediat- 
ely. 

Pickett removed himself 
from the race Tuesday. He said, 
"There is no need brating ar- 
ound the bush. I am not a can- 
^dldate." 

Another name mentioned al- 
most immediately was attorney 
Richard Guy, also considered 
an Organiz^ion supporter. Al- 



though Guy would not make his 
intentions known, he expressed 
an interest in the job. Recently, 
however, Guy made a speech, 
recommending that Councilmen 
be elected entirely at-large in 
the future. Although a revision 
in the City Charter is needed 
to make this change along with 
approval of the Virginia General 
Assembly, Guy's remarks may 
tuve hurt his chances of the 
appointment, especially where 
the present Councilmen from 
the rural boroughs are concer- 
ned.

In addition, the name of Reld 
Ervin has also been mentioned. 
Ervin was unsuccessful in the 
1966 councilmatlc Democratic 
primary against Simmons for 
the same seat., Ervin, outspo- 
ken Organization opponent and 
officer of the anti Good Gov- 
ernment Association, declined 
comment on the possible app- 
ointment, and said he would not 
campaign for it. Petitions, how- 
ever, were reportedly clrcula- 
tinR in Ervln's favor. 

Tuesday afternoon, agroupof 
businessmen, who asked to re- 
main anonymous, suggested the 
name of HichardWeltonof Smith 
& Welton. Welton lives in Lynn- 
haven Borough, but the bulk 
of his business is in Norfolk. 

Several Councilmen, contact- 
ed separately, Indicated they 
want to look at all the names 
suggested and a few more be- 
sides before making any de- 
cision. They indicated they wish 
to find a man acceptable to the 
entire Council. 

No appointment is expected 
to be forthcoming at least until 
after t^e regular Council meet- 
ing on Aug. 12.

It has been generally quiet 
on the conflict of Interest ftont 
in Virginia Beach for the past 
week, since the last eruption. 

Nothing much has occurred 
since Commonwealth Attorney 
Andre Evans wrote to Sidney 
s. Kellam asking the forfeiture 
of approximately $775,000 that 
he said was due the City be- 
cause of conflict of Interest. 
Evans noted In his letter that 
was released to the Norfolk 
press the day before Kellam 
received it that he "was in- 
formed" that Kellam was a 
member of two Virginia Beach 
firms that had done business 
with the City while he was a 
member of City boards. Kellam 
resigned In June from QieClvlc 
Center and Ad Boards «^en 
the conflict question was raised 
but not clarified.

Tidewater Virginia Develop- 
ment Council head W. Fred 
Duckworth called for the Vir- 
ginia Beach Industrial Authority 
to issue $1 million in bonds 
for the establishment of an 
industrial park in the area.

Second Try Planned Impact Funds Still Withheld 
For A irport Site 



"We are very mwih dlsap- 
I)(rfnNd Witt ttie rejectioQ be- 
caiise it would have opened up 
ttttt part of the city;" said 
C. H. I^ler about the Federal 
Avltitioo Afency's rejection of 
the proposed site for an airport 
In Vlr^jtfa Beach. 

The spot on which the airport 
would have been located Is two 
miles southw^ of City Hall 
on North Landing Road. The 
main r^ison for the objection 
to the airport is in a flight 
corridor between the Oceana 
Naval Air Station and Fentress 
Air Field. Tliis factor was stated 
In a July 23 letter from Curtis 
F. Greene, chirf of Airports 
Branch of the FAA to C. H. 
Byler, president of Beach Avia- 
tion. 

The letter read, "We object 
to the establishment of thepro- 
pated airport because aircraft 
operating to and from it will 
adversely affect the safe and 
efficient use of airspace by 



aircraft operating to and from 
Fentress and Oceana. The traf- 
fic iMitterns would conflict re- 
gardless of whether left or 
ri^t traffic patterns are es- 
tablished," Cortis noted. ' 

TTie FAA letter ftirther stated 
that the proposed site does not 
meet the traffic pattern air- 
space area and spacing already 
met by Fentress and Oceana. 

,The letter continued, "The 
Navy aircraft would pass in 
close proximity to the proposed 
airport site not higher than 400 
feet. These Navy aircraft transit 
on a direct line between Oceana 
and Fentress at altitudes below 
l,pOO feet. The majority of the 
approaches between Oceana are 
conducted on Runway 5. The 
approach pattern to this runway 
passes over the proposed site 
at approximately 1,000 feet." 

Byler said, "We plan to make 
a new announcement about an- 
other location soon. This one 
will not conflict with the FAA."

He 
spent four years as a printer's 
aiq;>rentice. 

Michael Jeffers, also early- 
haired, but blond, says he would 
like to study something but he 
doesn't know exactly what. 

Michael started out from 
C^>etown, South Africa two and 
a hialf years ago. His father owns 
a motel there. His parents' re- 
action to his decision to travel? 
"They didn't believe me. Hitch- 
hiking through Africa just isn't 
done every day." 
, "The hospitality is fantastic 
in America," said Terry. 
"We've only slept out twice." 
They both carry sleeping bags 
in their rucksadcs. 

"We make It a principle not 
to pay for accomodations," add- 
ed Michael. "We collect lots of 
addresses of places to stop from 
people we stay with.*' 

For instancy they stayed a 
week in a frate^rnity tiquse in 
Wilmington, Del. after getting 
:a ride with a couple of thefrat- 
'eriUty members. Then one of 
the "tirothers" referred them 
^to his girl friend^ parents 
-where they planned to stay one 
: night and wound up staying IwQ.

•. "When we're staying with 
families with kids we have to 
watch what we say, though." 
Michael pointed out. "The kids 
: want to papk up and leave too." 
With another former English- 
man (not Terry) Mithael started 
out throdg Rhodesia and Zam- 
bia where they traveled along 
"Hell Run", so called because 
not only is It a dirt road, but 
trucks are overturned along it 
every few miles— seems the 
truck drivers stop for beer ev- 
ery 20 miles. After traveling 
through Tanzania, Kenya and 
Uganda, they wanted to travel ip 
the Nile, but their plans were 
changed by an African war. They

Finally ttiey hitchhiked up the 
coast. of Tanganyika thenbought 
thin! class tickets on a boat 
around Lake Victoria. They 
traveled behind bars all the way.

In one place Michael was 
chased by a native with a spear

The curriculum is improving 
in Virginia Beach's public 
schools and I hope it continues 
to improve, but I feel that in- 
struction in local government 
is most imperative and this 
facet is obviously lacking, par- 
ticularly in a city where politics 
plays such an important role.

Cutting Federal Spending 

The following editorial is also reprinted from the INDUSTRIAL PRESS SERVICE. It concerns 
one way totlghtenthenationalbudget,especLillyln light of recent cutbacks authorized by Congress 
then partiallv relaxed. ' 



One logical way to cut excessive federal, 
spending is to reduce the number of govern- 
ment personnel. In April, 12,352 employees 
were added to the federal executive depart- 
ment payroll, making a grand total of 2,932,109 
people. This exceeds the^Korean war peak 
In January of 1954. It's about three and one- 
half times as many, on the federal payroll 
during the peak of World War I. 

Here are some random examples; if the 
19,44B employees of TV A moved to one dty, 
it wo\ild have more people than Talladega, 
Ala., Fairbanks, Alaska, or Whiteflsh Bay, 
Wis. 
» If the Veterans Administration personnel of 
172,954 was In one city, this city would replace 
Nashville, Tenn,, as the 73rd largest city in 



U. S. population according to the 1960 Census. 
If the CivH Service Commission with 5,362 
em{rioyees had its own city it would outrank 
Monticello, Ark,, Brownsburg, Ind., Freeport, 
Maine, and Walnut Heights, Cal. 

The Department of Agriculture has the 
equivalent gf one employee for every 28 farms 
In the United Stat^, with a total of 111,271 

emplovees. 

Proliferation of federal departments, bur- 
eaus, and committees expands with unre- 
strained federal spending, so while Mr. and 
Mrs. Consumer are expected to ti^ten up 
their budget to meet an Increase in federal 
taxes, a realignment of the payroll iwioritiee 
in ttie niton's capital Is long overdve. '

Horticulture Course 
' Is Firm oPi^d 
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Does anybody care for a de- 
gree in flower planting? How 
about green keepir^ It's not 
really a degree, but there is 
a school in Norfolk that offers 
courses in all kinds of land- 
scape architecture and nursery 
work. 

The Norfolk Botanical Gar- 
dens is offering a two year 
course in such fields as golf 
course management, park man- 
agement, greenhouse work, 
landscape design and maint- 
ence of state roads. The pro- 
gram works in conjunction with 
the Norfolk City School Board. 
It is financed by the Federal 
Manpower Development and 
Training Act of 1962. 

According to instructor Pat 
Bridges, "its purpose is to fill 
the gap between the unemployed 
and the skilled workers. It is 
geared to adults, basically, 
where there is a proven short- 
age of help." The horticulture 
school is the only Manpower- 
financed organization in the 
Tidewater area and the first 
of its kind in the U.S. 

The only pre-requisite for 
attending the school is a high 
school diploma. "Horticulture 
is a fairly technical field," 
says Bridges, The school meets 
Monday through Friday, and 
students rack up a 40-hour 
week. They are compensated by 
Manpower for the two years that 
they attend the program. The 
curriculum is 25 per cent aca- 
demic and 75 per cent practical 
e3?)erience. "In this way," 
Bridges said, "the people can 
learn while doing, under super- 
vision." No grades are given 
to the "students", but they must 
maintain a standard to remain 
in the school. Upon completion 
of the course, they are awarded 
a diploma. 

The location for the school 
is "ideal," said Bridges. There 
are "300 acres in the Norfolk 
Botanical Gardens, where out- 
door pec^le can work with plants 
and nature. 
For every Interest, there is a 



horticultural trade. A person 
interested in art may find land- 
scaping interesting. A scient- 
ifically oriented person might 
find plant production his field. 
Someone with a little bit of 
everything -art and science - 
might enjoy being a golf course 
attendant or a greenhouse oper- 
ator. 

Although most of the students 
are from Norfolk, there is no 
limit on where a student lives. 
According to Bridges, one girl 
commutes from Suffolk every 
day. 

The school has two instruc- 
tors. Pat Bridges holds a B.S. 
in Horticulture from the 
University of Maryland. He 
began teaching at the Gardens 
in the spring. Bridges does 
freelance ai'chitectural lands- 
cape in his spare time. Douglas 
Shear, Bridges' cohort has a 
masters degree from Virginia 
Polytechnic Institute. 

The Horticulture school will 
graduate it's first two-year 
class on Aug. 8. The ten mem- 
bers are confronted with four 
or five job opportunities apiece. 
There is another class that is 
half -through, and a. third will 
begin on Aug. 19. Applications 
are processed by the Virginia 
Employment Commission, For 
further information, writOvto the 
Botannical Gardens, Airport 
Road, Norfolk, Va.

Do ytar i»taio plants tave 
little tomatoes on ttiem? If tttey 
do, it is a quite iK)rmal occur- 
r«ice vhidi should cause you 
no concern. We frequently have 
letters from gardeners who 
have ol)served these small 
green fruit on potatoes and 
Qiink they have a real new 
freak which will have tomatoes 
on top and potatoes underground. 

Potatoes and tomatoes belong 
to the same botanical family 
and have similiar fruits. Both 
actually are berries if you want 
to be real exact about the whole 
thing. On the potato they remain 
relatively small and green and 
are of value only as a means 
of securing seeds ^ if you are 
trying to breed a new variety. 
On the tomato plant they becorte 
large and fleshy, turn red when 
ripe and are one of our most 
important vegetables. 

Just what is a vegetable any- 
way? I just stated that a toma- 
to is a fruit, and a berry, and 
a vegetable. This sounds like a 
rather loose and faulty use of 
terms. Actually the tomato is 
is all three. It is a fruit because 
it develops from the pistil or 
center part of the flower, which 
usually contains the seeds. It 
is a berry type of fruit because 
it is soft and succulent all the 
way through. 

if the tomato is a fruit, how 
can it be a vegetable? This is a 
question .which Has bothered 
horticulturists for many dec- 
ades. ^Actually a vegetable is 
any edible part of a plant which 
you want to call a vegetable. 
It sounds crazy, but let's con- 
sider some different parts of 
a plant which are edible, and 
which we call vegetables. 

Start with the root and work 
up. Carrots, beets, turnips and 
sweet potatoes are roots, which 
are also considered veeetables. 
In asparagus and broccoli we 
eat fleshy stems. You can ob- 
serve that they are stems be- 
cause they have the constric- 
tions or nodes from which buds 
amf leaves arise. The potato 
also is a stem. It just happens 
to grow underground but is 
actually a fat stem. The eyes 
of tlie potato are the nodes, 
which proves it Is a stem. Roots 
do not have nodes. They some- 
times develop buds, but if they 
do they are called adventitious 
buds because they develop in an 



nodes where most buds typi- 
cally arise. 

Many of the vegeUbles we eat 
are leaves. Tlds inclodes kale, 
spinach, leaf lettuce, endive and 
celery. In celery we eat mostly ' 
the stalk or petiole of the leaf. 
This is not the stem. The stem 
is the small hard basal portion 
from which the long celery 
leaves arise. 

In cabbage and head lettuce we 
eat enormous terminal buds 
which develop on the top of short 
stenus. The bud Is of course, 
composed of many tightly folded 
leaves, but the whole thing is 
a bud. In Brussels sprouts, we 
eat small side or lateral bUds. 

In shap bezns you eat the en- 
tire fruit which happens to be 
a legume. In shelled beans, 
baked beans and peas, we eat 
seeds. In the snap beans we 



seeds inside. 

There are many ve(?etd)les 
which iCtutdly are fruits such 
as eaemsltms, tdcra, pum^ns, 
3quash, peeper, muskmelon and 
watermelon. In some cases we 
cut the fruit open and discard 
the seeds as in muskmelon 
and pumpkin. In many other 
cases, when the fruit is con- 
sumed when (piite young, we eat 
the s%eds, as in cucumbers, 
okra aM summer squash. In 
sweet corn, the principal edible 
part is the seed, although it is 
actually a specialized type of 
fruit. 

Have we confused you enough? 
As we said before, the term 
vegetable is used quite loosely 
to refer to almost any edible 
part of a plant. And realU, 
what difference does it make.' 
They are all good and good 
for you.

The larvae are cream colored 
with dark heads and two rows of 
black spots along the sides. 
They are sparsely covered witii 
fine gray hairs arising from 
orange-red tubercles. These 
often give the larvae a reddish 
appearance. 

The large filmy tents in which 
the larvae live are the most 
characteristic thing about this 
Insect. These tents enclose the 
ends of the branches, or, on 
small trees the entire tree may 
be covered.

To control these, use two 

tablespoonsful of DDT 50 per- 
cent Wettable powder or two 
tablespoonsful of Malathion 57 
percent emulsifiable concen- 
trate per gallon of water.

Womenrs Clubs to Encourage 
Beautification of Businesses- 



The General Federation of 
Women's Clubs has adopted a 
new national awards program to 
encourage businesses to im- 
prove their appearance throu^ 
use of landscaping and other 
beautification techniques. 

Mrs. Walter Varney Magee, 
president of the GFWC, said 
that the "Business for Beauty" 
program, as it is officially 
named, will be sponsored by 
Cities Service Oil Company 
(CITGO). 

"The GFWC and CITGO both 
feel," Mrs. Magee said, "that 
there must be a new concern 




for the oivironment of our com- 
munities in the years of growth 
which lie ahead. \ 

"Beauty must be the goal in 
every area of our cities and 
not just in parks or selected 
suburban areas. Our organiza- 
tion's nearly one-million dues- 
paying members in the U. S., 
belonging to 15,000 clubs, wHl 
be explaining to businessmen 
that just a little improv«ment 
by their Arms can materially 
improve the appearance oi our 
nation." 

To help stimulate action there 
will be local, state and national 
awards, climaxed by a banquet 
in the nation's capitol at which 
cash grants of $6,000 will be 
given. 

GFWC clubs which partici- 
pate in the program will be 
supplying interested firms with 
a Business for Beauty land- 
scaping manual to help guide 
their efforts. This manual, now 
being developed by CITGO, was 
prompted'by eairlier success of 
a company guide to l$ndscl^)ing 
for its service stations. 

The company manual wasde' 
signed strictly for internal use, 
according to Stanley D. Breit- 
weiser, executive vice president 
of Cities Service Oil Company, 
a subsidiary of Cities Service 
Company, New York. Word of 
the book spread across the 
country, however, and thou- 
sands of copies were requested 
by planning boards, city com- 
missions, businesses and other 
jroups.

"This convinced us," Breit- 
weiser said, "that a major 
contribution to the national 
beautification effort could be 
made with a general version Of 
the manual, not confined to ser- 
vice station situations. With 
the GFitfC using this manual 
in a major program, the po- 
tential for progress is great. 
Member clubs of the GFWC 
are noted for their ability to 
motivate action in thousands of 
communities. Through their in- 
dividual Involvement, -they'll be 
doing this in the Business for 
Beauty camiMdgn." 

At the local level, GFWC 
clubs will contact proprietors 
of many types of businesses- 
running the gamut from res- 
taurants and retail shops to 
motels and manufacturing 
plants. They will be encouraged 
to beautify their firms through 
simple landscaping procedures 
and other steps. Participating 
firms will receive certificates 
ol commendation and one bus- 
iness will be singled out by each 
club for special recognition and 
entry in state competition. 

State winners will receive ad- 
ditional recognition and go into 
regional judging. A prestige 
group of judges will then select 
six national winners. They will 
be honored at an awards pro- 
gram in Washington, D. C., 
scheduled in fall of 1969. Cash 
grants will be given to the 
GFWC clubs sponsoring the top 
winners, to enable continuation 
of their beautification work.

I So Do Traffic Problems 



It auuiea one as a small 
party for 700 people, but has 
iK)w turned into a little larger 
get together, for 1,400 i^ple. 
L. Charles Burlage, prominent 
attorney and owner-operator of 
the Breakers Hotel in Virginia 
.Beach has invited the 1,400 
businessmen and interested cit- 
izens from all over the city 
to the party. 

The party is not really a 
party at all, although refresh- 
ments will be served after the 
business is conducted. The bus- 
iness concerns a 15-point plan 
authored by Burlage concerning 
expansion of the resort industry 
in Virginia Beach and makes 
clear how not only the dty 
others but also businesses in 
ill sectifflis of the city may be 
Involved in the resort industry. 
; Burlage has pointed out that 
jhe resort industry is second 
|) none In Virginia ©each and 
ixtremely iriiportant to the ec- 
fnomy. He says that sections 
Ither than the oceanfront area 
are not taldng full advantage 
of ways they may participate 
in the Industry. 

At Burlage's meeting at Cox 
High School on Monday Aug. 
12, at 8 p.m., a panel discussion 
will be held on the matter. 
Burlage said the response to the 
invitations tuts been excellent 
and that he is looking for^vard 
to a large crowd. He also noted 
that several other groups, in- 
cluding the Virginia Beach Inn- 
keepers Association are also 
working on the same plans and 
through the efforts of everyone 
concerned he believes Virginia 
Beach can become a major re- 
sort unaparalled on the east 
coast. -i 

The 15-point program is not 
new. Burlage presented ft to the 
Innkeepers Association some 
months ago. CharletS Gardner, 
president of the association, 
l^s sulmiitted the plan to the 

fisfe on several occasions and 
ce that time, it has recdved 
lespread publicity. 



Gardner and Littleton Htri 
gins appealed before an infra*- 
mal sesslai of City Council to 
"present the points and to make 
a request for a city tourist 
commission similar to an in- 
dustrial devel(^ment comndss- 
ion already (derating withinthe 
city. TTie innkeepers, according 
to Gardner, feel that the comm- 
ission should be a municipal 
function, rather than a function 
of the industry itself, because 
of the value of the resort- 
oriented businesses to the city. 

The proposed program by 
Burlage and Gardner includes 
activities that could be expanded 
and fulfilled by the new comm- 
ission, if and When created. 

^meof the facilities Oiatthe 
program calls for expanslcm of 
include: more public recrea- 
tional facilities, such as golf 
courses, public beaches, tennis 
courts and the like; a new high' 
way to connect the outer banks 
of Virginia and North Carolina; 
parimutuel horse racing; liq- 
uor -by -the -drink; additional 
hunting facilities; a complete 



analysis erf the tourists, to tn< 
elude where they come from, 
where they are going next, how 
they travel, how long they stay 
and how they spend their money; 
additional fishing facilities and 
marinas, an expanded amuse- 
ment park, such as a marine- 
land; operationofWstorlcal att- 
ractions; and new convention 
facilities. 

Most of the proposals are not 
new, but have been moving 
slowly with little guidance, acc- 
ording to Burlage and Gardner. 

Council discussed the plan 
briefly and noted that it sounded 
most ambitious. Whether such 
a commissijHi would be set up 
is debateable. Council did not 
seem ready to rush into the 
matter and only took the plan 
under advisement. 

Gardner also gave Council- 
men a copy of a report from 
Florida vt^ich shows how much 
money is returned to the state 
'and municipalities ftom the 
tourist industry. Florida has a 
commission such as is being 
discussed here. 



Impact Holdup 
Raises Problems 



With Congress in recess for 
the political conventions, the 
whole matter of the release of 
federal in^ct funds remains 
in limbo. ■ 

There is strong speculation 
that the President's decision 
to freeze the funds earmarked 
for the education of students in 
federally-impacted areas is 
not the final round in the long 
fight for the funds, but it is 
creating a number of major 
questions in Virginia Beach. 
' , A few weeks ago there was 
reason to believe tiie impact 
funds, $90.9 million nation- 
wide, passed as a supplement 
tax amount last year, would not 



be released because of econ- 
omy moves. The supplement 
had just managed to squeak by 
Congress after a floor fight. 
But this year First District 
Congressman Thomas N. 
Downing, Sen. Harry F. Byrd, 
Jr. and Swu William B. Spong, 
Jr., among others , led floor 
fights for the release and until 
last we^ their objective was 
supposedly accomplished. 

Then President Johnson re- 
fused to release the funds. Im- 
mediately a Senate floor fight 
e^ued, ending in an amend- 
moit to the foreign aid bill

I Closer 

The site in Virginia Beach 
selected for a community coll- 
ege will be announced some- 
time the end of August or the 
first pai^ of September. 

Statewide 18 sites of 30 prop- 
osed colleges have already been 
chosen. In each case the mun- 
icipality must furnish the site 
and the stat^ will build the 
college through the newly cre- 
ated State Board of Community 
Colleges set up two years ago.

Simmons 

Reconsiders 
Resignation 

The matter of a vacancy on 
Virginia Beach City Council is 
still a matter of question. Lynn- 
haven Councilman G. Dewey 
Simmons, Jr. announced his 
res i ig i at to n daring an Informal 
CoaaM m««^ on ilidy^as 
dsylo fajtalfl^and jinaiysiftl rea- 

He 1^ the meeting immed- 
iately after and said that this 
was his final decision and one 
that he had been considering 
for some time. 

Council took steps to accept 
the resignation formally at the 
next regular meeting to be held 
Monday Aug. 12 and to prepare 
a resolution commending him 
for his work on Council since 
1966. 

Immediately a number of 
names were mentioned promi- 
nently for the job. Owen Pick- 
ett, Richard Guy and Richard 
Welton said they would not be 
candidates, as had been sugg- 
ested. Reid Ervin^ who ran for 
the seat in 1966 and was beat- 
en by Simmons said he was 
interested, but would not cam- 
paign for the post. 

Only J. Hugh Barnes, Jr., 
whose name was also mentioned 
was actively campaigning for 
the appointment expected to be 
made by the remaining mem- 
bers of Council. 

Then at the end of the week 
Simmons said he had been ur- 
ged to reconsider his reglsnat- 
lon by several members of 
Council, and that he was doing 
so. All speculation for a succ- 
essor and active or passive 
icampalgnlng stopped and has 
remained stopped. 

At Monday's informal Coun- 
cil meeting the only mention of 
the matter was a remark by 
City Manager Roger Scott who 
noted that he had been con- 
sidering naming a replacement 
for Simmons on a Council co- 
mmittee looking into the pur- 
chase of Pennsylvania Rail- 
road property at Little Creek 
by the city. He said that In 
light of Simmons' reconsider- 
ation he would not recommend 
any change until the decision 
is final one way of the other. 
Simmons, when he was con- 
tacted by the VIRGINIA BEACH 
SUN, said that he would ann- 
ounce his final decision before 
the next replar meeti ng next 
Monday.

The one 
per qent city tax on the motel, 
hotel and restaurant businesses 
netted $4,554,182 in June, and 
business appears almost cer- 



tain to^be on the way to a re- 
cord year. And 1967 was con- 
sidered a good year also.

And no one is more acutely 
aware of that right now than 
is Director of Traffic Safety, 
Reeves E. Johnson. 

His traffic counters have been 
placed at a number of Jcey 
points on major streets in Vir- 
ginia Beach Borough and on all 
major roads coming ii^o the 
borough. The results of these 
traffic counts are not complete. 



Investigation 
Is Complicated 



An investigation continues 
into how a 25-caliber pistol^ 
a box of 25-caliber ammuni- 
tion and hacksaw blades found 
their way into the Virginia 
Beach city jail. 

According to a police report 
the items were discovered in 
a search of the jail by Sheriffs 
deputies and. uniformed police 
officers from the First Police 
Precinct. Indications are the 
search was made on the basis 
of information firom a trusty at 
the jail reporting a gun had 
been hidden In one of the cell 
blocks. 

A reliable source told th^ 
VIRGINIA BEACH SUN the it- 
ems werediseoveredinthesec- 
ond floor cell block of the older 
portion of the jail. Initial re- 
ports said the pistol and amm- 
unition were found conc^ed 
under a prisoner's bunk. How- 
ever, tt» SUN'S source dilutes 
tbis by sfl^flag tbe itMur^^^e 
concealed ia an area wbicb 
MiaSM nater^ines in^tbeiilU 
*^the package reportedly had 
been tied, to one of the water- 
lines. It would have, however, 
been impossible for any pris- 
oner Confined to tbis section 
of the jail, which is defined 
as aniaximum security region, 
to be able to reach the wea- 
pons, according to the source. 
The area of concealment is 
protected by steel plates and 
steel doorS. 

A controversy surrounds who 
was responsible for placing the 
^weapons In the cell block. It 
has been speculated a trusty, 
who would have access to the 
area, may have been respon- 
sible. The question also centers 
around the possibility of a 
visitor of one of the prisoners 
bringing the items into the jail. 
It should however be pointed 
out that, according to theSUN's 



source ofinformation, that male 
visitors are searched prior to 
entering the visitatibn area, and 
ttiat women visitors are re- 
quired to leave all coats, wraps, 
purses, and packages at the jail- 
er's desk prior to entering the 
visitation area. 

The policp department's In- 
vestigatioiv which was started 
at the request of sheriffs dep- 
uties of the City Sergeant's off- 
ice, is being conducted by detec- 
tive Sgt. W. L. Grant and detec- 
tive J. W. Lamm. Detective 
Bureau director Capt. W. W. 
Davis told the SUN both ipMf 
have devoted overtime hours to 
the investigation and are ex- 
ploring every possibility. 

When questioned as to how 
the investigation is progress- 
ing, Capt. Davis told the SUN, 
"We have certain information 
which points to "who tooic the 
Items Into the jail, however, 
tbe person vbo could testify 
to this is in ft m:eo|pious sit- 
uatieOk-It # quiW -oM^l^s 
person will cooperate with us 
in our investigation, Itut would 
not testify in court out of fear 
of what might happen to him. 
This fear revolves around tbe 
possibility of the informant 
being confined with hardened 
criminals in the city jail, or in 
the state penitentiary in Rich- 
mond. It is my opinion that 
while finding the person who 
took the items into the jail 
is important, the primary ques- 
tion to be answered Is how tbe 
items got into the jail." 

The opersAlon of the jail is 
under the dirdttion of City Sgt. 
John E. Marr, who has been 
out of town and unavailable for 
comment. However, the SUN has 
been told that members of 
Marr's staff w^ile continuing 
their investigaion of the incident 
have also taken steps to safe- 
guard against any repetition of 
the incident.

the Dept. of Ppblic Works 
and Highways is working with 
the others toward creating new 
streets, such as an extension 
of Holly Road northward from 
Laskin Road to about 35th Street 
dumping out on Pacific Ave., 
as recommended by the Wilbur 
Smith study of the Southeastnn 
Regional Planning Commission. 

The big question now is whet- 
her the major downtown borough 
traffic can be relieved. There 
is speculation that it can if 
Atlantic Avenue is nude one- 
way northbound, and Pacific 
Avenue is made one-way south- 
bound, to tie in wUh a widened 
and divided Atlantic Parkway 
north of' the Cavalier Hotel and 
with tbe removal of all park- 
ing on Atlantic Avepue and much 
of Pacific Avenue. The removal 
of the once unwahted median 
strip along Pacific Avenue that 
cost $75,000 is also being con- 
sidered. 

Many of the mo|el, hotd and 
restaurant operators have long 

■ beginning to see the realonlng 
behind such a move and are now 
even encouraging city-fathers 
to take such a step. If this 
is done, there is also specula- 
tion that east-west streets be- 
tween 17th and 31st Streets will 
also become one-way in alter- 
nating directions. 

Off-street parking is also 
seen as a critical need and is 
now under some study with in- 
tensified study expected to be- 
gin in the ftdl. Johnson says 
he thinly that the city should 
possibly acquire land for con- 
troUed or meterefparklng lots.

Bogus Bills 
Passed 
At Seaside 

Five counterfeit $20 bills 
were passed in the resort area 
of the Virginia Beach Bordu^ 
last Saturday evening. Four of 
^e bills were discovered in 
cash receipts at Seaside 
AmiiiMMnt'Mirl^ tHe fifth dis- 
coyered in currency accepted 
for purchases at Forbes Candy 
Co. salt water taffy aiul gift 
shop, near 31st Street and At- 
lantic Avenue. 

Miss Eleanor Duquet, amuse^ 
ment park manager, told the 
VIRGINIA BEACH SUN the bills 
were apparently passed at food 
and refreshment stands near 
Qie main entrance to the park, 
liossibly during the Saturday 
niglit heavy business period. 
The bills were identified as 
phonies (hiring the counting of 
cash receipts from these stands 
that night. 

The bills each contained the 
same serial number H442088- 
21A, bore the black numeral 8 
in each corner of the foce of 
bills, and the letter H inside 
a seal to the left of the por- 
trait of Jackson. The lower 
rig^t hand corner of face of 
the bills also bore the capital 
letter "E" with a small num- 
ber 19. The lower right corner 
of the back of the bill contains 
the number 15. 

Upon close examination the 
bills give a very clumsy app- 
earance in print. The serial 
number on several of the bills 
is sluited on an angle, runn- 
ing the number into the word 
"Washington, D.C.", while the 
seal, behind the word "20" 
to the right of the portrait of 
Jackson, Is not properly cen- 
tered )9ehind the word. The us- 
ual thread line markings which 
are visible on true paper bills 
are missing from the face of 
the "jitonies."

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The ttiird annual Greater 
Tidewater Fair Is well-along 
the way toward fair-time. The 
dates of the event are Sept. 
27-dct. 5, which Includes for 
the first time two weekends. 
In its first two years the fair 
was presented at Hilltop on a 
site between Virginia Beach 
Blvd. and Laskin Road where 
a shopping center had been 
scheduled to be built. 

Criticism of the site included 
traffic problems, as heavy tra- 
ffic tried to get into the one 
gate to a small parking lot, 
the fact that the parking lot 
was not well lighted or paved 
and that there was not enough 
area for all the expected fair 
exhibits. 

All ttat is changed now. The 
toil has moved tottieoldabond- 
oned Navy airfield at Pungo. 
And work crews are working al- 
most around the clock to get 
the site ready for the big show. 
An old abandoned barracks 
Is being converted into a large 
exhibit hall for commercial and 
Industrial displays. Outside 
tiiere Is a Iturge area around 
the building for larger exhibits 
and public service booths. 

Bleachers have been placed^ 
on the property for this event, 
but will also serve for races, 
rodeos and the like throughout 
The bleachers will 
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seat about 8,000 people, at each 
grandstand performance. 

Grandstand acts are being 
booked at present, according to 
general manager Steve Rose. A 
high fence will be built around 
the seats. 

Other existing buildings on 
the property will be converted 
to rest rooms and storage 
sheds, but Rose hopes to turn 
the large abandoned Bachelor 
Officers Quarters into an apart- 
ment house for a caretaker and 
his family in the future. 

Besides the area needed for 
the carnival which will play at 
thp fair, the rest of the 51 acre 
site will be used for parking. 
Paving wasn't necessary. The 
parking area will utilize the old 
paved quarter -mile runways 
and will hold an estimated d^t 
to ten thousand cars. Nine sep- 
erate gates from different 
access roads will bring traffic 
Into the grounds. 

The fairgrounds will be light- 
ed throughout, but 18 mercury 
vapor street lights will be er- 
ected along Roufe 615 on the 
front of the grounds. Already 
the entire area has been fenced 
in with chain link fence cover- 
ing 5,800 feet. Barbed wire on 
top should keep out intruders. 

The famous 50- railroad car 
James E. Strates Show will be 
the carnival at the fair. The 
sfiow, owned by a 34-yBfti:«»oid. 
man, Is conslder«d the laicgest 
on the road today. Rose said 
he was pleased he was able 
to get this particular show.

"Light Up the Sky" by Moss 
Hart is a play about the theatre 
and theatre people. The Stage 
Door Dinner Playhouse lets the 
audience in to watch their shen- 
anigans and despite some open- 
ing night flaws Uie performance 
is a success. 

The play concerns a sugar- 
sweet leading lady, her sister, 
the producers, the director and 
the author of a play ready to 
open in Bostcm. In his first act 
they raise the author to the 
heights with their words about 
his "beautiful play." In the 
second act when the audience 
doesn't like it, they all blame 
him for the flaws. And in the 
final anaysis when the critics 
like the play, all is forgiven 
but the young author becomes 
a veteran. 

Director Mark Thomas has 
invented some Very nice bits 
of action that are quite funny, 
but the slow pacing of the first 
act on opening night made the 
whole play appear melodra- 
matic instead of a fun spoof 
of some rather kookie people. 
While later acts improved the 
pacing was still not consistent 
and kept the play from being 
as funny as It really Is.

Wili Pollard Be Dumped?] 



The following article appeared In the current edition of the weekly newspaper, the JOURNAL- 
STANDARD, published in Alexandria. While there is no attempt made here to add credence to or 
discredit the report, it is reprinted here for the readers of the VIRGINIA BEACH SUN, as an 
Item In the public Interest following closely on the heels of the state Democratic convention. 



Reliable sources told THE JOURNAL this 
week that the Virginia Democratic Organ! za- 
' tlon is ready to dump Lt. Gov. Fred 6. Poll- 
ard as its candidate for Governor next year, 
"because he just isn't catching fire as a can- 
didate," 

According to these sources, Pollard's stoCk 
dropped again when a power shift in Richmond's 
Third Congressional District reduced the 
Lieutenant Governor's strength in the Organi- 
zation. 

These developments took place at the state 
Democratic convention last weekend in Salem. 

Both reporters and delegates to the convent- 
Ion agreed that the emphasis was on state 
politics, and the national plctufe \vais stfictty 
serondarv. 

Sen. Henry E. Howell of Norfolk, a liberal 
Democrat, already has announced his candid- 
acy for governor. William C. Battle, Char- 
lottesville attorney, is considered the candi- 
date of the Democratic moderates, and until 
the convention. Pollard was believed to be the 
Organization's choice. 

No>y, the Organization nod seems to be 
avalMle for assignment elsewhere, and early 
speculation Is settling on John Warren Cooke 
of Matthews, speaker of the House of Delegates. 

If Cooke were indeed to become a candidate, 
the move would open the House speakership, 
possibly to Alexandria Delegate James M. 
Thomson, presently the majority leader of the 
House. 

Last session Cooke moved up from majority 
leader to speakership, and Thomson took over 
the majority leadership. The move is not auto- 
matic, but usually the majority-.leader is in the 
running for the job. 

These same sources also told THE JOURNAL 
that slates of candidates are not developing 



around the leading gubernatorial pqssibilities, 
as has been the custom in Virginia. Usually a 
slate will consist (rf the candidate for governor, 
plus "ticket-balancing" additions for lieut«i- 
ant governor and attorney general from other 
areas of the state. 

There was plenty of speculation about slates 
at the Salem convention, but so many names 
were mentioned that no firm Idea of the even- 
tual lineup could l>e formed. 

One source said the Democratic primary 
election might be conducted without slates, with 
"open" competition for the second and third 
slots cm the party ticket. 

Some Northern Virginians mentioned in the 
convention halls were Sen. Ro^ertX, Fitz- 
gerald and Sen. LeRoy Bendhelm as well as 
Del. Guy 0. Farley, all considered in the runn- 
ing for attorney general. 

Regardless of the Democratic winner, th^ 
republicans are expected to nomiftate A. Un- 
wood Holton of Roanoke as their candidate. 
Holtbn ran unsuccessfUllyfor Governor in 1965. 

The real shocker, though, was the apparent 
decline of Pollard as the Organization choice. 
One fiewsman remarked that "You hear more 
about Howell and Battle than you did six months 
ago, but you hear less about Pollard." 

One known supporter of Pollard's told a re- 
porter after the convention, "John Warren 
Cooke is my man." 

The conveitfkm itself amounted to a prelude 
for next year's gubernatorial race. When the 
Howell an] Battle forces saw eye-to-eye on a 
contested issue or a contested party post, 
they carried the day. But when the slightest 
crack opened between the liberals and the 
moderates, the Organlmtlon carried the issue. 

"Everybody went away happy," said one 
Northern Virglida delegate, "because every- 
body won somethl^."

the dinner menu. On Marco 
Polo's return from the Orient 
In the fourteenth century, he 
told about ice that was brought 
from the mountains by camel 
pack and flavored with the Juices 
<rf various exotic fruits. 

The custom of eating ices 
or sherbets at dinner time grad- 
ually found its way into the 
creative kitchens of Italy and, 
from there. Into the banquet 
rooms of France and England. 
When Catherine de' Medici 
traveled to France to wed Henry 
n in 1533, her Florentine chefs 
were ordered to prepare diff- 
erent foods for each day of 
the festivities. During this 
gourmet holiday, French royalty 
had its first taste of flavored 
<i Italian ices, sherbets and, poss- 
ibly, ice cream. 

Historians differ on exactly 
how and when ice cream was 
born. One authority points to a 
notation in an old manuscript 
that "creme frez" was offered 
at King Henry V's coronation 
banquet in England in 1413. 
Another simply states that, ice 
cream was born in Tuscany In 
the sixteenth century, while a 
third speculates that the French 
chef of the Due de Chartres 
created It to refresh his master 
one hot day In 1774. 

Although the French were 
Introducwl to frozen desserts 
at Catherine de' Mwlici's wedd- 
ing. It took over a century 
before they became popular with 
the public. In the late seven- 
teenth century, Francois Por- 
cope, and Italian lemonade ven- 
dor, established an Oriental- 
style coffeehouse in Paris which 
featured a selection of flavored

By the I700's, the French had 
mastered the art of preparing 
ice cream in a bevy qj[ flavors 
including apricot,, vicdf^^ropii^i 
caramel, chocolate and, of 
course, coffee, A special coffee 
ice cream made with whole 
roasted coffee bea|te later be- 
came a favorite*^ the royal 
court of Austria. 

On the American scene, 
George Washington was fasc- 
inated by French ice < cream 
and described in his account 
book for May 17, 1784 " a 
cream machine for making ice." 
Thomas Jefferson Imported the 
recipe for a type of Baked 
Alaska so he could introduce 
it with his carefully-brewed 
coffee at a White House affair. 
James Madison's First Lady, 
Dolly, gained ice cream fame 
the night she served a mold 
of pink ice cream at her hus- 
band's second inaugural dinner. 

Like our Founding Fathers 
(and mothers), we have come 
to love ice cream. And since 
coffee is America's most pop- 
ular beverage, it follows that 
It Is also a popular ice cream 
flavor. Put the two together 
and you come up with an Irr- 
esistible dessert such as this 
Frozen Coffee Cream. Here's 
how to make it: Soften one 
tablespoon unflavored gelatin 
In a quarter cup of cold coffee. 
Combine one and a quarter cups 
sugar, one and a quarter cups 
hot coffee and a few grains 
!salt. Stir until the sugar dissol- 
ves, then add to softened gel- 
atin and stir until gelatin dissol- 
ves. Add two cups milk, one 
cup heavy cream and one tea- 
spoon vanilla, and mix well. 

Remove the Ice-cube part- 
ition from a double refrigerator 
tray and pour the mixture into 
the tray^ Freeze until firm. 
Remove tne mixture toachiUed 
bowl and break up, then beat 
until It Is free from lumps, 
but is still a thick mush. Now 
return the mixture to the tray 
and freeze until firm.

Tie Virginia Beach School 
Board has now been assured 
that two of three new elan«t- 
tary schools scheduled to opea 
this fall will be r«u!y for {nqi- 
t'ils «4ien school begins on S^ 
6. 

Classroom wings ctf Pem- 
broke Meadows Elemoitary 
School and Point-0-tiew Ele- 
mentary School will be com- 
plied to the extmit that stu- 
dents scheduled to attend those 
schools will be able to do so; 
cafeteria, gymnasium, and 
other auxiliary facilities will be' 
completed soon after the open- 
ing date of school. 

The new elementary school 
now under construction in the 
Windsor Woods area will not be 
ready to receive students on 
opening day. The School Board, 
in its concern to avoid a "split 
shift" situation in any Virginia 
Beach school, and in an effort 
to make the transfer of stu- 
dents to the new school on Its 
completion as smooth as poss- 
ible, will assign pupils tempor- 
arily to other schools as com- 
plete grades,' rather than as 
individual students. 
"In this way," said Supt. 



E.E. Brickell, "all Virginia 
Beach children will he assured 
of a full educational day; the 
pupils will remain with their 
classmates and with their reg- 
ularly-asslped teacher during 
the v^iole school year. We feel 
this is the best alternative under 
the circumstances." 

Temporary assignments for 
students who normally would 
attend the ne« Windsor Woods 
School are as follows: 

First grades will attend the 
existing Windsor Woodfe Ele- 
mentary School. 

SecOTd, third, fourth grades 
will attend Pembroke Meadows 
Elementary School. 

Fifth grades will attend Old 
Donation Elementary School and 
sixth and seventh grades will 
attend the Kempsville Elemen- 
tary School. 

All students will be housed in 
regular classrooms, and bus 
schedules are being planned 
in such a manner as to hold the 
travel time ctf students to the 
barest possible minimum. In 
another directive Supt. Brickell 
said that:

Add it and taste ag- 
ain, till you've arrived at har- 
mony of flavor; like a man who 
tunes a lyre until it rightly 
sounds."

They are venturesome 
OKHigh to use more pepper than 
do most women. The gadget- 
minded man loves pept>ermills 
and the pleasing bouquet of the 
coarsley ground pepper which 
crackles out of a mill. To please 
him, spice companies are all 
packing coarse ground black 
pepper in addition to regular 
table grind ^ whole black 
pepper berries. (Incidentally, 
it's hard to get coarse ground 
pepper through the small holes 
of an old-fashioned pepper sha- 
ker. The smart thing to do is 
to put coarse Ipepper in a salt 
shaker which has larger holes 
in the top.) 

Home economists ol the Am- 
erican Spice Trade Association 
send us these well-peppered 
recipes for summer meals.

Many people are beginning to 
-get their lawns prepared for 
winter by taking soil samples. 
This is the only sure way to 
know if you need lime or fert- 
ilizer. 

When taking a soil sample, 
one should be sure that it is 
a representative sample— In 
other words, the sample would 
be an average soil mixture for 
the area from which it is ob- 
tained. 

In taking the sample, use a 
clean bucket for collecting it. 
Take several samples fron each 
area and mix them thoroughly 
to insure that this sample be 
representative. Each area that 
has been treated differently or 
that is a different problem 
should constitute a different 
sample. 

For example, the front yard 
does not grow good grass, and 
in one area almost nothing will 
grow. Thus, there should be two 
soil samples from the front 
yard. One should come from the 
area where nothing grows, and 
one from the remaining area of 
the front lawn. 

To take a soil sample, take 
your gardening trowel and make 
a cut the full length of the tro- 
wel directly into the ground. 
Pull the trowel out. Make ano- 
ther cut identical to the first, 
but about an inch behind it. Now 
you can take out the slice of 
soil. 

This should be done a number 
of times; then mix these thor- 
oughly and bring about one cup 
to my ottlce at Princess Anne

Plant some dwarf arniual flo- 
wer for potting this fall to be 
used as house plants for winter 
bloom. Some of the new small 
varieties of aster, calendula, 
celosia, marigold and petunia 
are excellent for this purpose. 
All you need are a few short 
rows, two or three feet long, to 
supply many plants for late fall 
and winter blooms in the home.

You may have some seed left 
over from your spring plants 
or you can still get a few par- 
ages from your local seed store 
or garden center.

Oriental popples should be 
divided and replanted in mid- 
August after the foliage dies. 
At this season the plant is dor- 
mant for a month or more be- 
fore growth is resumed in the 
fUlfr Clumps of Oriental popp- 
les which have overgrown their 
location should be carefully dug 
up with a pointed shovel. Cut the 
roots apart with a large butcher 
knife. Each resulting division 
stiould contain several roots and 
growing points. R^lantinanew • 
location in a well-drained fer- 
tile soil. Be sure to dig out all 
roots of the old plant. If port- 
ions are left behind, they may 
develop new plants which may 
become almost like weeds in 
the perennial tx)rder. 

Keep up the good work of 
weed control in your garden. 
Don't let up now and allow them 
to mature and pollute your soil 
with their undesirable seeds. 
A little extra effort at this time 
will make your garden much 
easier to care for next year. 
Also, think of the nice exer- 
cise you will get while chopp- 
ing them out! 

Geranium cuttings should be 
made now to start plants for 
winter and spring blooms. To 
get flowers in the winter months 
you may need to ii^tall some 
fluorescent tubes over the bench 
or shelves where you grow your 
plants. To make cuttings, use 
the tip of branches about 4 in- 
ches long. Cut off the two bot- 
tom leaves and stick the cutt- 
ings about 1/3 of their length i 
in a moist sand-peat mixture. 
Roots will develop rapidly and 
your, new little plants should 
be ready for potting in aboutx. 
four weeks.

The qui^ spoken Moore Is 
credited with outstanding op-* 
eratlon and leadership of the 
police department throughout 
his career. 

Davis had nothing but praise 
for Moore, whom he s^d had 
maintained a high respect and 
morale for the department. 



A feasibility vegati on such 
a center was prepared by Plan- 
ning Director Patrick Standing 
and his staff and presented to 
Council officially Monday, al- 
though It had been given to 
Councilmen at an Informal 
meeting two weeks ago. 

The report calls for a large 
sports arena, an exhibition 
hall and ample off-street pack- 
ing.

Cost of such a facility was 
not In the report, and estimates 
have ranged from $6 million < 
to $17 milUon.

responsible for placing the gun 
in the cellbtock. but that the 
case had not progressed to the 
filing of any formal charges. 

Progress on this point ap- 
parently has now been made, 
according to City Sgt.' John E.

This man was described by 
Marr as an "inside man". Marr 
would only elaborate to the point 
that the man was a "former 
deputy ... a jail employee who 
is not on the payroH anymore, 
I've seen to that". 

When Marr wa^ questioned 
about circumstances leading to 
placing the gun inthecellblotk, 
he replied, *^lt Involved one man 
in the jail, as a prisoner who had 
(tffered to pay this man money 
if he got a gun and arranged for 
his (the prisoner's) escape." 

Marr added, "I knew of the 
workings of this deal over two 
mmths ago. A letter was put 
.in my possession, at that time 
whereby this man was offering 
tile ialler up to $20,000. 1 sent 



the letter to the Police De- 
partment detective bureau. It 
was read by a member of the 
Bureau, who said there was 
nothing to it and didn't take 
any action". 

Marr then pointed out, "At 
that time I had a [^otostatic 
copy of the letter made and 
^ve it to one of the assistant 
Commonwealth's Attorney's 
and have heard nothing on that 
'tirnow." 

The matter of the letter was 
discussed with Virginia Beach 
Police department acting assis- 
tant police chief Capt. W. W. 
Davis, who is also director of 
the department's detective bur- 
eau. 

Capt. Davis pointed out "We 
are continuing our investigation 
of a situation over at the jail, 
and to make any comment at 
this time could endanger this 
Invtetlgatlon". \ 

The question of such a letter 
being turned over to the office 
of the Commonwealth's Attor- 
ney was discussed with Andre 
Evans. Evans told the SUN, "I 
have no knowledge of the letter 
myself and have talked to my 
assistant who was handling the 
case< He knows nothing about 
such a letter','. 



Evans added, "A prisoner's 
father came to my of flee stating 
his son, who was confined at 
the jail, was r^rtedly posing 
a possible security problem, 
and plam.lng some action toward 
a possible escape from the jail. 
One of ipy investigators aul I 
took him to Marr for a dis- 
cussion of the matter, and that 
ended the immediate situation at 
that time with the personnel of 
my office". 

Evans did not disclose the 
conversation. 

' Marr earlier had said "I 
got wind through certain infor- 
mation that a jallbreak was 
liable to be attempted by a 
prisoner. I placed this prisoner 
in a seperate section of the 
jail and issued orders the pris- 
oner was to have no visitors 
unless they were accompanied 
by a guard. Thatfeltow is still 
being watched closel". 

Marr also pointed out, "If 
a gun had gotten Into bis pos- 
session, he didn't have much 
chance of getting out of the 
jail". 

He said the jail is equipped 

with an emergency warning 

sryrstem which would alert police 

officers at their headquarters

Simmons 

Lynnhaven Councilman G. 
Dewey Simmons, Jr., has re- 
considered his earlier decision 
to resign from City Council and 
will continue to serve. 

Simmons announced his dec- 
ision at the regular Council 
meeting Monday, after giving 
notice of his resignation at an 
informal meeting two weeks 
ago. 

He said, "At ttife time I noted 
my intention to resign, I was 
completely sincere, but I made 
the final decision last Thurs- 
day." 

Simmons said he had yielded 
to the strong urging of a num- 



ber of his fellow Qoundlmen 
that he reconsider and that af- 
ter a complete evaluation of the 
situation, he wouM stay on. 

He said at the time of the 
earlier resignatton that he was 
resigning because of a severe 
arthritic conditton aggravated 
by tension and because the pres- 
sures of being a Councilman 
had taken him away from his 
job enough to cause a financial 
strain on his family and busi- 
ness. 

Monday he said that he had 
been re-examined by his doct- 
ors on several occasions ^ 
had been told Qie coiKiition was 
getting no worse and was one 
"we can learn to live with." 

He added that the pr^^ssui^es 
of the job had also been gre&Hy 
reduced since Roger Scott had 
become City Manager on July 1 
and had taken over many of the 
smaller jobs that the Council- 
men had had to handle before. 

Concerning the other Coun- 
cilmen who urged him to stay 
on, Simmons said, "It's nice 
to be wanted." 

In closing, he said, "I offer 
my services to continue on as 
long as I can honestly, effic- 
iently and conscientiously."

The cleat reportedly ripped

Six other persons who had 
been on the sloop when It was 
caught up In the stormy seas 
managed to escape Injury. 

According to Ronald Olson, 
owner of the craft who says 
he lived on the vessel at the 
Bay Marina on Pretty Lake Road 
in Norfolk, he and two Norfolk 
men along with three girls from 
New York had taken the vessel 
out for 8 trip Saturday after- 
noon. While sailing the Virginia 
Beach Ocean front the storm 
forced them to anchor of 37th 
Street for ttie night. While at- 
tempting to reach Norfolk Sun- 
day morning high waves break- 
ing over the sloop's cabin forced 
therrr to anchor again, this time 
off 65th Street. Signalling that 
they were in distress brought 
a Coast Guard LARC to their 
assistance, 



One of the girls, who be- 
came seasick, attempted to jump 
to a Coast Guard ring in waters 
of the Atlantic, but had to be 
assisted In boarding the LARC 
by Seaman Apprentice C. S. 
BrlggS who lumped into the 
water to aid her. Ther^nainii^ 
four passengers on board the 
sloop swam ashoite, and were 
later joined by Olson after he 
secured his floundering sloop. 
The sloop's anchor line parted 
in the rough seas and the vessel 
drifted ashore, where it was 
secured on the beach until wea- 
ther permitted it's refloating. 
Residents of the regioi, who 
had gathered on the beach front 
during the Incident, provided all 
six Avho had been on board the 
sloop with warm ctothlng and 
offered the group sheltor for 
Sunday night. 

The craft was finally re- 
floated and towed to Bay Marine 
at Little Creek, with some dif- 
ficulty. The salvage crew finally 
pulled the sailboat off dry land 
late Monday night and headed 
for port. 

Attempts to tow slowly tidied 
because the craft had a number 
of bad leaks. T^e crew of Uie 
37-foot Islander, which handled 
the towing job, said they had to 
tow fast to keep the boat [daning 
so it would not sink.

E, B. Sydnor, Jr., chairman 
of the Board, said that the 
Board's decision was based upon 
recommendations of its Building 
and Site Comnnittee, a study of 
much new information, and con- 
ferences with the site consul- 
tants. 

He said that, "We have re- 
ceived information on a large 
number of additional possible 
sites which had not previously 
been brought to our attention. 
To be absolutely certain that 
no good site Is overlooked the 
State Board has asked its con- 
sultants to review all new sites 
v^y carefully. 



"Obviously," he aMed, "this 
will take much mo^-e time than 
we had anticipated and will delay 
final selections. We are in a 
continuous process of site eval- 
uation. 

The consultants have not 
visited all sites In all regions 
and the Board wants all regions 
completed before making any 
site announcements." 

The building and site com- 
mittee of the Board has also 
asked the consultants to pro- 
vide additional information on 
several sites under consider- 
ation. 

"And," Sydnor added, "some 
political subdivisions have not . 
obtained options on proposed 
sites. It would serve little pur- 
pose to select a site which later 
turned out not to be aval&bie." 

Sydnor said, "We do not want 
to overlook any possibility of 
picking the best site for each 
of the remaining regions." 

The three sites in Virginia 
Beach under construction 
would be donated either by the 
City or by private developers.

The friendly, carefree at- 
mospbere tbat Virginia Beach 
presents mi^ seem like a 
haven for shoplifters, but dis- 
honest pe(9le, beware. TlMse 
mild-mannered salesmoi are 
more wary of you than you 
mig^ think. And don't ever 
believe that if something sto- 
loj is returned owners won't 
press charges. In most cases 
they will. 

Webb Brown, of Webster's 
Clothing Store says, "We pro- 
secute every shoplifter we 
catch." So does Miller's De- 
partment Store, according to 
Manager J. Richard Cohlck. 
In most stores, the sales 
people themselves are the 
main sedurity measures taken. 
Briarf Johnson, public relations 
, manager for the Colonial Stores 
in the area says, "We concen- 
trate on more or less a general 
awareness instilled in the help 
by ttie managers." 

At Miller and Rhoades, a 
large department store locat- 
ed at Pembroke Mall, they have 
fitting room checkers who check 
the clothes' as they go into and 
wjt of the fitting rooms. Their 
main concentration is in the 
numerous fitting rooms scatt- 
ered throughout the store. Says 
Mrs. 'Barbara Hertzler, sec- 
retary to store' manager Fos- 
ter, "We try to make the em- 
ployees aware of the merchan- 
dise in their department; we 
try to instill a general alert- 
ness in all areas." 

At Sears Roebuck, also at the 
Mall, the management tries to 
"get the sales people to act 
as security guards. They won't 
usually chase a criminal, they'll 
call a security pard for that. 
We stress alertness in them," 
says Laskin Road store assis- 
tant manager Joe Midgette. 

But in many casesj alert 
salespeople are just not en- 
ough, especially in the larger 
department stores. 

Miller's manager Cohick 
points out that his store em- 
ploys plainclothes security 
guards that patrol^he aisles 
of the store. "Many of these 
men are off-duty policemen," 
says Cohick. 

Miller and Rhoads also has 
a full-time security guard, as 
does the store's Mall neighbor. 
Sears. Colonial Stores does not 
loive any official protect^Dirsach * 
as this, and uiilike mc^t food 
stores. Colonial "does not em- 
ploy mirrors or any dievices 
like that," says Johnson. 

What does the small bus- 
inessman, then, who does not 
employ two-way mirrors and 
hotee detectives, do to step 
the shrinkage of his wares l^ 
pilferers? 

'<We just have to keep our 
eyes open," says Francie Wood, 
of Alexander-Beegle. Sales- 
girls Mark Tarrall and Qhar- 
lene Spruill Resh agree. "We 
ji^ watch what is taken into 
the dressing rooms," theysay, 
"and also look at the dresses on 
the racks that have been un- 
zipped. That's where someone 
almost got away with it." 

"We haven't had much trouble 
lately," according to Leslie 
Koett of Webster's. "But we 
have certain rules that keep 
the potential shoplifter inline," 
she continues. "For example, 
customers can only take two 
bathing suits into a dressing 
room at one time." 

Mike Clark of The Clothing 
Chest agrees with the others 
in saying, "We just watch what 
they take into the dressing 
room." 

What does the Virginia Beach 
police force think of the ever- 
increasing problem? "We don't 
like it,'^ said Detective W.D. 
Hadoi. 

The laws on apprehending 
shoplifters have been relaxed 
somewhat, according to Haden. 
"Now," he says, "we can catch 
them in the act, with goods in 
their possession when leaving 
the store or still inside. It's 
better, however, to wait until 
they get outside, because they 
could always say they were go- 
ing to pay for it later." 

The majority of Juvenile 
sh(^ifters, under 21, are boys, 
according to Haden. "Th^ steal 
Uttte thli«s," he said, "Uke 
caody and records. Transistor 
radios are a big thing that is 
stolen around here. These kids 
can come into a store and slip 
an alltnm or a bar of candy into 
tb^ vAtbook or bo(dd)8g and. 
try to walk off with it."

What happens then? The pop- 
ular fairy tale is that if the 
child puts the article back, ail 
is considered square. Not so. 
Roses Department Store pros- 
ecutes every case, young as 
well as old. Many stores con- 
tact the juv«nile bureau of the 
police force, which in turn, 
contacts the child's parents. 
If no formal action is taken, 
by the store, the child is re- 
leased into his parent's cus- 
tody. If charges are brought, 
toe case goes to court. A juv- 
enile officer,, then turns to the 
child's school standing, his 
background. His findings are 
then turned over to the judgf 
who delivers a sentence. 



If the case is serious en- 
ough the parents of the child 
may be fined or he may be sent 
to' a detention home or Beau- 
mont, a boys' reformatory, or 
both actions may be taken. If 
the case is lighter, the child 
may only be turned over to his 
parents for their supervision. 
"Most of the time, the parents 
could afford to buy the kid a 
candy bar, but he steals it any- 
way," Haden said. 

The majority of adult shop- 
lifters are middle-aged women, 
according to Haden. They steal 
anything, from produce, to one 
case. by a professional shoplift- 
er who walked out with' a por- 
table color television set under 
her dress tJetweenher legs.

. A small but enthusiastic crowd 
attetKied a meeting Monday ni^t 
at Cox High S(du)ol, sponsored 
by L. Charles BurlagiBj attorney 
and Virginia Beach business- 
man. 

About 250 persons attended 
the meeting to hear proposals 
concerning expansion cS the re- 
sort Industry to every section 
of Virginia Beach and to discuss 
additional matters which could 
be incorporated in the resort 
activity. 

Burlage and a few others, 
ind^endently of the Virginia 
Beach Innkeepers Association, 
called the meeting and invited 
about 1,400 people. While some 
called the crowd "disappoint- 
ing," Burlage said he was not 
at ^ILdisappointed that 250 
businaihnen and women would 
come out on a hot night at 
the height of the summer season 
to discuss the issue. He said 
after the meeting that he con- 
sidered it a success and that 
he felt a great deal had been 
accomplished. 

Appearing on the pl&tform 
with Burlage was former City 
Manager W. Russell Hatchett, 
who has long been interested 
in»the expansion of the resort 
industry in Virginia Beach. 
Hatchett told the kroup that 
Council sholild be approached 
with concrete suggestions and 
asked for help. 

Representatives from busi- 
nessmen's associations in Bay- 
side and Kempsville were also 
present, since Burlage said he 
wished to involve the entire 
city. 

After Burlage and others had 
presented their prepared re- 
marks, the floor was opened 
for discussion, and a number 
of complaints and suggestions 
were aired. 

Burlage, who owns the 
Beakers Hotel on Atlantic Av- 
enue/ then accepted a motion 
from the floor made by Prin- 
cess Anne Inn operator Scott 
Sterling that City Council be 
api»roached to appoint a com- 
mittee to study resort problems 
and set priorities concerning 
expansion. ' - 

' This is in line with a request 
made earlier by Innkeepers As- 
soclation president Charles 
Gardner, who appeared before 
an informal meeting of Council 
to seek a Tourist Commission 
to be set up by the city. 

Mention was also made at 
the^ meeting that area dif- 
fM«hces <«lK>uld'<be fwiotteB' 
U)d,^flttf the foiu-city south 
Tidewater area snould work 
together closely on a new sports 
stadium and a new large air- 
port. 

In his prepiared remarks, 
Burlage said, "Advertising the 
name of Virginia Beach is im- 
portant, but unless you have 
something to offer once the 
tourist arrives he will get out 
as fiist as he can after a oouple 
of days." 

He noted the lack of tourist 
attractions, both night and day, 
to hold tourists in Virginia 
Beach and proposed a 22-point 
program he said was not meant 
to be all-inclusive for resort 
expansion, since the industry Is 
and can be so important to the 
economy of Virginia Beach. 

Included ln3urlage's pro- 
posals were voting for local 
option llquor-by-the-drlnk, en-

street parking, working with 
historical societies for develop- 
ment of sites, movement and 
expansion of the present amuse- 
ment park and the addition W 
new amusement attractions. 

Other proposals Included ef- 
forts to attract a national golf 
tournament in the off-season, 
development of a coastal high- 
way thi-ough Virginia Beach, 
efforts to get Camp Pendleton 
released from state ownership 
for commercial use, a small 
airport near thi; resort area, 
a new convention center, (now 
under study) and encouragement 
of convention business. 

H^chett said he thought it 
would be difficult to get Camp

What, in Heaven's name, has happened to our 
common sense during the last few years?

We embrace abroad and re- 
nounce our friends. We permit teen-age child- 
ren to take over our educational institutions. 
We permit laws to be determined by demon- 
strations and riots. Have we gone completely 
nuts? 

We apologise for the shiftless and lazy and 
castigate the enterprising people who work for 
a living. We send out billions in foreign aid and 
permit nations who owe us billions to use our 
money to buy our critical gold supply. We 
employ devoted military men to fight to keep 
our country safe and then completely ignore 
their military advice for purely political rea- 
sons. We're spending billions to get to the 
moon, for ridiculous "prestige," and going 
broke doing it. We allow our federal govern- 
ment to exercise power far beyond that auth- 
orized by our constitution, which destroys 
local governments-'the backbone qt our Rep- 
ublic—and freedom. 

We're turning our backs on everything that 
made America great. Why? 

Who was behind it all? Strangely enough he 
wasn't an American at all. He was a German 
and his name was Karl Marx. In 1840 he wrote 
the Communist Manifesto and spelled out in 
detail ten steps or methods necessary for the 
overthrow of republican forms of government.

Josei^ Lyie, assistant Vir- 
ginia Beach Commonwealth's 
Attorney, told the VIRGINIA 
BEACH SUN, he feels ttie time 
Involved in waiting for reports 
fi*om tte Richmond office would 
"be valid grounds in obtaining 
a continuance from the courts 
in trial of such cases". In dis- 
cussing the recent nol pressing 
of a narcotics charge In Ports- 
mouth Municipal Court because 
of the lack of a report on 
analysis of material thought to 
contain drugs and a slmiliar 
event happening in Virginia 
Beach, Lyle replied "It's ab- 
surd to suppose all drug cases 
will be nol pressed because 
of this'. 

Members of the police de- 
partment told the VIRGINIA 
BEACH SUN the ruling is not 
going to have any affect on their 
investigation of violations of 
drug and narcotics laws. Capt. 
W.W. Davis, director of the 
detective bureau, said any sus- 
Iclous material Obtained by men 
of his office will "be packaged l)y 
registered mall to the examin- 
ers office in Richmond for an- 
alysis, and when required this 
report will be used in court 
proceedings.'' 

Lt. Henry Capis^ youth bur- 
eau director, echoed the words 
of Capt. Davis that police In- 
vestigators are going to con- 
tinue searching out illegal sale . 
and/or use ot drugs. Lt. Capps 
added, "I'm going to go ahead 
with charges of law violations 
and leave it up to the Common- 
wealth's Attorney". Capps, 
however, did point out that "if 
we can't get proper analysis 
on drugs, there is the possi- 
lAlity of a case being dis- 
missed". 

Sgt. Carl Weast, a member 
of the police department's vice 
squad, was also questioned on 
how the ruling mi^ affect drug 
Investigations. Weast pointed 
ou^, that several qf, h}s fellow 
investigators have been trained 
, to the point that they can recog- 
nise marijuaha in the field, but 
ttat the ruling would deny him 
"the privilege of quickanalysis 
' ti other drugs when required". 
Weast said "if I could take 
questionable items to the Nor- 
folk lab, 1 could have the results 
in the same day and determine 
if a suspect should be charged. 
However the four or five days 
required in obtaining an analy- 
sis and report from the Rich- 
mond lab could possibly allow 
a suspect to continue pushing 
drugs, and even leave town 
before receipt of an analysis 
report and thus escape arrest."

Pick Cloves for Pickling

Now, in late summer, it's 
clove-picking time in the fra- 
grant forests of Zanzibar, 
Pemba and Madagascar, spice 
islands off the east coast of 
Aflrica. This is very muAh a 
family affair with mother and 
the girls stripping the clove 
buds off the lower limbs, while 
father and the boys scramble 
up the trunk and make their 
way to the clove clusters high 
up on the tree. 

There^s rw gooflnf off either - 
because it takes four to seven 
thousand clove buds to make 
a pound of dried cloves. Each 
tree may yield from seven to 
40 pounds of buds and there are 
well over four million trees 
.^n these perfumed tropical 
-^-forests. . ::i 



The buds which become cloves 
on our spice shelves must be 
picked before blooming. Once 
in blossom, they are known as 
"mother cloves," potential 
parents of the next generation 
of clove trees, but no longer 
giving off the tantalizing aroma 
we love in so many of our best 
dishes. 

"WWle they're picking cloves 
on tropical islands, many 
American mothers are busy 
making clove-spiced jams, jel- 
lies and sweet-pickled delec- 
tables for the coming winter 
months. Cloves add teasing 
aroma to fruits and sweet-sour 
types of food, also to sweet 
vegetables, meat stews, piquant 
sauces spice and fruit cakes, 
cookies, fruit pies and a long 
list of hot or cold beverages. 

Cloves have extraordirary 
flavoring power, so they should 
be used often, but delicately. 
Use 6 or 8 whole cloves in 
a stew or .sauce or in the 
sweet-sour liquid for pidcled 
beets. Use 1/8 or 1/4 teaspoon 
of ground cloves with other 
sweet spices in a cake or pie. 

Just in time for preserving 
and pickling come these clove- 
spiced recipes from the Ameri- 
can Spice Trade Association. 

Old-fashioned toma:to jam 
which tastes so great on hot 
biscuits just has to have the 
aroma of cloves. 

CLOVE TOMATO JAM 

4 lbs. fresh tomatoes 
1 1/4 tsp. whole cloves 
1/4 tsp. whole Allspice 

4 c. sugar 
1/2 c. seedless raisons, 
coarsely chopped 



1/4 c. lemon juice 
2 tsp. salt. 

Drop tomatoes into boiling 
water for 2 minutes or until 
skins can be easily peeled. 
Remove stems and skins with 
the tip of a sharp knife. Dice 
tomatoes and place in a large 
saucepan. Tie cloves and all- 
spice^, into a cheesecloth bag. 
Add along with remaining in- 
gredients. Bring to boiling point; 
reduce heat and simmer 1 1/2 
to 2 hours or until thick, $tirring 
occasionally. Remove cheese- 
cloth bag. Ladle immediately 
into hot sterilized jars filling 
to within 1/2-inch of top. Seal 
immediately. Yield: 6 half-pint 
jars.

Re- 
move cheesecloth bag. Ladle 
Immediately into hot sterilized 
jars fUling to within 1/2-inch 
of top.

Is that the new 
growth win not have time to 
'harden off before cold wea- 
ther sets In. 

Damage will many times only 
be the new growth frozen back. 
This gives the shrub or tree 
plant a bad appearance. At the 
worst, it will result in a tre- 
mendous splitting of the bark 
on the south and southwest side, 
quite often resulting In death 
of the plant. This Is especi^ly 
true of trees. 

As a general rule of thumb 
for this area of the state, do 
not awly fertilizers to shrubs 
or trees between Aug. 1 and 
Oct. 1. Fertilizers can be app- 
lied after this, since tree and 
shrub roots will continue to 
absorb nutrients in the autumn 
long after the leaves have t>een 
shed. Nutrients are most read- 
ily taken up, however; during 
Uie period of early spring 
growth.

However, they 
are fairly easy to kill with 
selective chemicals. It is Im- 
portant to dispose of them be- 
fore they go to seed and develq;) 
into even more difficult and 
widespread problems the fol- 
lowing year. 

Pr(H>er watering is very im- 
portant in the summer, the 
Melnor experts explain, for it 
takos a relatively short period 
of hot, dry weather to take its 
toll of improperly watered 
grasses.

SCS State Conservationist, 
Tom F. McGourin, headquar- 
tered at Richmond said "Chew- 
ing, swallowing or otherwise 
contacting, ^e toxic parts of 
certain plants, trees and shrubs 
takes a heavy toll. Each year 
health services report that 
about 12,000 children are pois- 
}ned by these sources. 

Parents should be concerned, 
the SCS official stated, because

The condition of your grass 
will tell you wh^ to water.

If 
possible, viply water early In 
the day. Grass that stays wet 
through the night Is more sus- 
ceptible to disease. 

A dry, brown lawn Isn't neces- 
sarily a dead lawn. Well fer- 
tilized, permanent grass will 
recover when watered sitf- 
ficiently. Use a good, properly 
operating lawh sprinkler. It iK)t 
only will do the Job better, 
but makes it easier and uses 
water more eoonomlcaUy. 

For Insect control, there are 
almost as many types of chemi- 
cal products as there are bugs. 
Many, however, give effective, 
general purpose control, de- 
pending on concentration of in- 
secticide, efficiency of use, and 
frequency of ai^lication. All 
insecticides currently sold are 
poisonous to varying degrees, 
so instructions for handUogand 
use should be followed carefully. 

If you have followed good 
lawn maintenance procedures, 
you should have little trouble 
with lawn diseases. However, if 
parts of the lawn discolor or 
fade out, a fungus disease most 
likely is the cause. There are 
several broad range fungicides 
on the market that control a 
variety of these diseases. Early 
diagnosis and treatment Is most 
important.

About 125 freshmen are ex- 
pected at Virginia Wesleyan 
College here cm Sept. 15 as this 
new coeducational, private col- 
lege begins its third year of 
operation.

Why, with so many places left 
to go in Europe, did Barrie 
decide to come to the United 
States? "I just wanted to see 
what the other half looked like, 
this is the first time I've ever 
been out of Europe, although 
I've beento many placesthere."

GIBill 
Remembered 

The Captain John Smith Chap- 
ter No. 13, Department of Vir- 
ginia, Federation of All Vet- 
erans of The USA, Inc. at a re- 
cent meeting unanimously voted 
a resolution to memorialize the 
authors of the so called "GI" 
Bill of Rights. The resolution 
was offered by Raymond C. 
Purvis the father of the idea. 

Purvis suggested that the me- 
morial be In the form of a liv- 
ing memorial and to be located 
in Topeka, Kansas which is near 
the geographical center of The 
United States. Incidentally, To- 
peka Is the home city of Harry 
W. Colmery one of the co- 
kuthors of the 3111.

"What I really can't under- 
stand is why Americans can 
send their kids out to be killed 
in Vietnam and not serve them 
liquor until they are 21. Europ- 
ean parents are so piuch freer 
with their kids. There is no 
sneaking around and no lying. 
I see that most American kids 
have no freedom of speech with 
their parents. They are so In- 
hibited, whereas in Europe, you 
can say most anything to your 
parents and th6y understand." 
Barrie Is the oldest of three 
boys, Robert, 15, "Is brilliant." 
He attends a public school in 
London, but, "It's a good public 
school." Steven, 12, attends 
Aiglon, also. 

While In Virginia Beach, 
Barrie Is the guest of Mr. and 
Mrs. Harry L. Snyder and their 
son Louis.

Bulletin Describes 
Hereditary Disease 



Cystic fibrosis, a hereditary 
disease for which no cure 
presently Is known, is the sub- 
ject of the current issue of the 
Virginia Health Bulletin. 

The disease, its character- 
istics and its medical manage- 
ment are* described in the State 
Department of Health pub- 
lication, which states that "an 
explosion of research" has 
occurred in the past decade as 
investigators have sought to 
define the^asic metabolic error 
that leads to cystic fibrosis. 

A victim is born with the 
disease, the Bulletin -reports, 
even though it may not become 
apparent until later in life. 
Cystlr fibrosis cannot be "out- 
grown," but the harmful effects 
can be mitigated and life 
expectancy can be increased. 

A generalized dysfunction of 
the excretory glands is a 
characteristic of the disease, 
which was recognized as a dis- 
tinct disease only 30 years ago. 
only 15 years ago was involve- 
ment of the sweat glands under- 
stood to be an almost invariable 
clue to diagnosis. 

Along with the sweat glands, 
the respiratory and digestive 
systems are primarily Involved. 
About 85 per cent of children 
with cystic fibrosis show diges- 
tive dysfunction, and symptoms 
of respiratory tract involvement 
occur "in virtually all cases," 
the Bulletin article says. 

Respiratory tract symptoms 
sometimes are mistaken for 
allergic disorder, bronchitis or 
asthma; swelling of the salivary 
Klands may suggest mumps. 
Management of the respiratory 
tract symptoms constitutes the 
most extensive form of care 
given patients, the Bulletin 
states, and "pulmonary lesions 
account for most morbidity and 
mortality suffered." The .advent 
of antibiotic therapy was an 
important advance in treatment 
of the resporatory system. 

Physical therapy to improve 
breathing has become a major 
part of respiratory tract man- 
agement. Most cystic fibrosis 
centers recommend starting 
such therapy as soon as the 
diagnosis of cystic fibrosis is 
established. 

Control of the digestive 
symptoms usually isn't too 
difficult, the article sa;fs, but 
there should be no delay in 
adjusting a patient's nutritional 
program. Vitamin supplements 
are advised for most cystic 
fibrosi&^ufferers. 



The article recounts the 
<> s ta b 1 i s h m e n t uf the state's 
first cystic fibrosis clinic by 
the State Health Department's 
Bureau of Crippled Children 
in 1966, and the secpnd one 
last year. It discribes the 
functions ofthe clinics in patient 
care and as teaching facilities 
for physical therapists, nurses 
and physicians. 

The Virginia Health Bulletin 
is sent free to any Virginia 
citizen who requests it from the 
State Department of Health.

Inspection Asked

City Sgt. John Marr4)as told 
the VIRGINIA BEACH SUN the 
city jail of Virginia Beach is 
in line for another inspection 
by the Virginia Division of Cor- 
rections. 

The inspection follows the re- 
cent discovery of a pistol, am- 
munition, and other items such 
as mop handles which had been 
conceal^ in the jail, which 
Marr said were apparently con- 
nected with a letter telling of 
a possible attempted jail break. 

Marr says he wrote the State 
Board of Corrections last Fri- 
day requesting a "routine in- 
spectidn of the jail be made 
to show that the jail is being 
(^erated properly, as far as 
guards, food, cleanliness and 
security are concerned." 

When the SUN questioned Marr 
as to why he requested the in- 
spection at this time he replied, 
"So that I can clear up ques- 
tions of security and jail oper- 
ation with the general public." 

Marr also told the SUN he 
received, a letter on Tuesday 
. from.W., K. Cunningham^Jr., 
dll-ector of the State Division 
of Corrections stating that an 
hispectlon of the city jail "will 
be mad4 in due course." 

During a-dlscusslcn wftJhM^rr 
on circumstances surrounding 
the discovery of a pistol in the 
jail, he/said an "inside man" 
was lo^v^ ihviestig*^j>(j5S|*)^ 
"bringing the pn into Uie jail." 
When asked If any charges had 
been made as yet in connection 
with Uiis man, he n^i«i, "I'm 
iV»t making any charges! That's 
|n the hanjis of the Police De- 
partment 'Detective ^ujfeflb-i 
They are making an ttMs^^^ 
tion. I do know tbey have been 
asking questions, but they have 
reported nothir^; to me."

At 
the time of their escape Boone 
was wearing a yellow pullover 
knit shirt and dark pants; Davis 
was dressed in a dark suit 
with an open collar shirt with- 
out tie; the description of As- 
kew's clothihig was unav^lable. 

Authorities told the VIRGINIA 
BEACH, SUN that Boone was in 
custody awaiting a hearing on 
an appeal of a life sentence 
following his conviction of rob- 
bery, while Davis was awaiting 
trial on Indictments on five 
counts of armed rotoery, and 
that Askew had been returned 
to the city jail from the State 
Penitentiary on a writ for a 
new trial following his convic- 
^n Gi burglary. Boone had been 
in custody since May 24, Davis 
since May 17, and Askew since 
June 17. 

Authorities said the men were 
not believed to have been armed 
at the time of their escape 
from the jail, but that it was 
unknown if they would attempt 
to obtain any 'weapons. Aii Im- 
mediate warning was broadcast 
over radio jstatjon ^\Ap of 
the description of the men with 
a warning the men may try to 
obtain an auto or hltchtUke a 
ride, and motorists were warned 
not to leave keys in unlodced 
autos. karly indications were 
that jailer Harrell was un- 
harmed Avhen the men overV 
powered him to obtain his keys 
ICLtheir dash to-freedo^.

Conflict 
Is Quiet 

Except for a relatively minor 
incident early this week the 
conflict of interest issue in 
Virginia Beach has been un- 
usually quiet. 

Solution of the thorny problem 
now centers on a public hearing 
at the state Capitol in Richmond 
on Monday, Sept. 16, at 10 a.m. 
A study commission set up by 
Gov. Godwin and the Virginia 
General Assembly will hear 
discussion that day on vMt its 
chairman has called the "num- 
ber one" target of the group, 
the conflict of interest problem 
as it deals with Virginia J^ 
calities. ^^*" 

One member of the group 
had earlier noted that obtaining 
information on the subject ar<l 
suggestions from such areas 
as northern Virginia had been 
difficult. 

Commission member Wiley 
F. Mitchell, Jr., of Alexandria 
said the lack of actual laws 
applying to localities was a 
pressing problem. He added that 
what few laws there are often 
s^ear to be in conflict wittt^ 
each other. 

The chairman of the com- 
mittee, which is report to a 
special session of the Virginia 
General Assembly expected to 
be called for January 1969, is 
University of Richmond Law 
School Dean William T. Muse. 

Locally after a flurry of ac- 
tivity and charges concerning 
conflict of interest the Itaatter 
has apparently died down, pend- 
ing the outcome of the study 
commission's recommen- 
dations to the governor.

About the end of October 
the Virginia Beach chapter of 
the SPCA will move Into Its 
brand new home now under 
construction on Farm Road just 
off the inter mrtt u n of General 
Booth and Oceana Blvds. 

The building is not a large 
one nor an ostentatious one, 
and the cost is small as build- 
ings go.

The GOP 
platform does have a measure 
asking for a better merchant 
marine, but nothing as strong

Downing added that the United 
States does not have enough 
ships to supply additional com- 
mitments such as Vietnam, and 
that the "fourth arm of defense" 
,can no longer carry the burden. 

The Congressman has long 
been a critic of the declining 
merchant marine of this coun- 
try, while other countries are 
mailing rapid moves to streng- 
then th*irs. He recently worked 
with a number of other Con- 
gressman in an unsuccessful 
attempt to win rehabilitation ap- 
proval of the fleet from Presi- 
dent Johnson. 

Downing, the seventh- ranking 
Democrat on the House Mer- 
chant Marine and Fisheries 
Committee, said, "1 am im- 
pelled to warn you that the 
nation which continues to con- 
sign its vessels to the grave- 
yard of ships eventually re- 
legates Itself to the |tav.eja£4 
of nations." 

He added in his prepared 
address before the platform 
committee, "We must give the 
next President of the United 
States a mandate to restore 
Uie American flag to Its rightful 
position of prominence on the 
high seas.''

gible for membership and that 
some members are not indep- 
endent agents. 

According to Kltchln, his 
committee's Insurance plan 
would save the City a consider- 
able amount of money. The 
SciKOfA Board voted to m fthead 
and siibmtt the plan to ttie stat| 
for approve but to withtrald aw- 
arding contracts until the Sept* 
ember boar0 meeting.

Miss Luxford also, outlined 
a new plan for hiring substi- 
tute teachers. All new substi- 
tute teachers will apply through 
the School Administration Per- 
sonnel Office rather than to the 
hidivldual schools as has been 
done in the past. 

Substitutes who teach 60 days 
in one school or a totals 90 
days must be certified. All 
new applicants must have chest 
x-rays and references. 

The School Board effected 
an agreement with the heirs 
of the Brock Farm on New- 
town Road to purchase 25 ac- 
res for Bayside Junior Higji 
School. At the July School 
Board meeting the city att- 
orney was given the authority 
to file suit for the property 
because at that time there was 
not a clear land title.

Road Makes Up Lost Time 



The paving of Holland Road 
has begun and not a moment 
too soon for the motorists who 
have traveled the twisting, bum- 
py thoroughfare recently, 

Holland Road, once a country 
road stretching from Chinese 
Corner to the vicinity of the 
Princess Anne Courthouse, has 
long been overcrowded because 
of residential, school and com- 
mercial development. It has 
also been badly in need of 
widening and general repair 
for a number of years. 

Even though It had to be 
part of a bond issue motorists 
were overjoyed with the news 
that something was finally going 
to be done. But then the actual 
start of work was again delayed 
by a minor controversy over 
the laying of drainage pipes in 



ditches at the side of the road. 
Because of a misunderstanding 
some residents of the area ob- 
jected to the ditches on their 
land. A mass meeting settled 
that one. 

But the work that was sup- 
posed to be begun In early June 
was delayed for a few weeks. 
Then the ditches were cut. The 
pipes probably won't be In by 
the time the paving Is finished 
on the new 22-foot wide road, 
but they will follow this fall. 

The big push now is to get 
tlie paving done before school 
opens, since the road , is a 
primary school bus rotlte to 
several schools. About five in- 
ches of self-leveling asphalt 
will be laid on the length of the. 
road from Independence Blvd. 
to near Kellam High School, 



lluit win cost about $140,000 
of the $240,000 earmarked for 
the Job in the bond issue last 
January. The rest has gone to 
grading, the ditches, pipe, wid- 
ening, cutting off some curves 
and relocating where necessary. 

While the paving operation 
will not close the road aitlrely,' 
it has not been the best road 
in Virginia Beach to drive re- 
cently anyway, With the con- 
struction and dust. 

The Holland Road project has 
priority now and several shifts 
are working long hours to finish 
It on time. A large number of 
workers of the highway division 
of the Dept. of Public Works 
are now actively engaged on 
the project.

Building Keeps Record Pace 
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Building in Virginia Beach 
continues at a record pace and 
is still running ahead of the 
all-time record high set in 
1965, according to figures re- 
leased by John E. Gibbs, Supt. 
of Inspectioh^ for the city. 

The total thiNjugh July of this 
year stands at $38,765,879. At 
the end of the same period 
in 1965, thefipre was $38,355,- 
000. The 1967 total at the end of 
July was only $26,834,373. 
While the 1966 total is only 
about $400 thousand ahead of 
the tQtal in 1965, it is nearly 
$12 million ahead of last year. 
In 1965 when the building 
Talue record was set in Vir- 
ginia Beach, July was a peak 
month. New permits were val- 
ued at $9,549,057. After that 
time values began to drop for 
the rest oif the year. 

This year In July the total 
permits amounted to only 



$5,731,099, lower than for a 
number of preceding months 
and just about $400 thousand 
ahead of last July's total oi 
$5,306,000. 

Robert Loher, Gibbs' assis- 
tant, said that if permits con- 
tinde to be issued as expected, ' 
1968 should set a new record 
and "far exceed 1965." He no- 
ted that residential building had' 
not slowed at all this year, and 
that tight money, the world sit- 
uation and the election year had 
not seemed to affect the home- 
building Industry in Virginia 
Beach. 

A number of large single fam- 
ily and apartment or townhouse 
developments are expected to be 
started before the end of 196B 
in Virginia Beach, adding sig- 
nificantly to the total value 
of building permits by Dec. 31. 
A total of 131 single family 
homes were started in July at 



a total value of $2,592,328, 
while 133 apartment or town- 
house units were begun at a 
value of $1,790,560. 

While residential building, 
especially single family hous- 
ing, continues to lead the build- 
ing boom in Virginia Beach this 
year, new commercial build- 
ings and additions to existing 
commercial structures have 
added greatly to the total. In 
July, lO^new commercial ven- 
tures were begun at a value 
of $787,882, and additions val- 
ued at $92,210 were also star- 
ted. • 

Churches and public build- 
ings accounted for another 
$125,000 value in July, while^ 
additions to private homes zccsS-

Discussions during recent in- 
formal sessions of toe Vl/ginia 
Beach City Council indicate the 
day may be rapidly approaching 
when paid fire departments will 
be operating in each borough 
of the resort city. 

During the Aug. 5 Informal 
. meeting, City Manager Roger 
Scott suggested a comprehen- 
sive study be made of toe city's 
fire departments covering such 
points as whether fire head- 
quarters buildings are located 
properly to serve surrounding 
areas, if the buildings and eq- 
uipment of each d^artmentare 
adequate for ample protection 
of toeir region and whether any 
of the departments should be 
combined. 

lUs meeting also brought 
suggestions from several Coun- 
cilmen the study should also in- 
clude the feasibility of plaplng 
paid fire departments in toe bor- 
oughs of the city either as a 
replacement for, or In con- 
Junction wlto, volunteer fire 
departments. While City Man- 
ager Scott agreed with replacing 
volunteer fire departments wito 
paid departments, be indicated 
he felt this would not become a 
reality, until some future date. 

Tbe'Aog. 1? Informal meeting 
of Counellmen heard toe airing 
of a request from toe Princess 
Anne Plaza Volunteer Fire De- 
partment for a loan from the 
City Of nearly $90 toousand for 
toe puKhase of two new fire 
trudos^n^ the Windsor Woods 
section.

fighting equipment purchased 
for use^n toe city. Fire Coun- 
cil approved the request In it's 
meeting of Monday night, Aug. 
12, and forwarded the request to 
toe City Manager's office for 
appropriate action. 

The possibility of operating 
paid fire departments in each 
borough of Virginia Beach again 
was discussed in Monday's in- 
formal City Council meeting. 
The discussion centered around 
toe proposal of placing two, 
thiree or four paid firemen In 
each of toe city's fire depart- 
ments, who would* operate as 
professional fire truck drivers 
while also serving as mainten- 
ance men to care for fire fight- 
ing equipment. 

It was the concensus of op- 
inion of councUmen that such 
a system would aid in lowering 
the over-all fire insurance rate 
in the city. Some Idea of the 
cost of manning paid fire de- 
partments in each borough of 
the city was indicated by a 
remark from Councilman G* 
Dewey Simmons what he est- 
imated such a pri^am today 
would cost -the city $1.5 mill- 
ion annually. 

City Manager lloger Scott, 
during Monday's informal 
meeting, noted he has been In 
touch wito a consultant regard- 
ing toe overall study of the fire 
department system in the city, 
and that the 1969-1970 fiscal 
year budget might include fi- 
nances to cover toe study. 

Regarding the equipment re- 
quested by 'toe Plaza Vol- 
unteers, Scott said he has asked 
city purchasing agent Carroll

When 
asked for his opinion on toe 
situation, Strange replied "I'm 
sorry to see it happen, but no- 
body knows the whole story yet. 
i think the whole thing Is toe 
result of toe players wanting 
to govern toemselves, and toe 
PGA has said , 'no.' What will 
it do for myself, or Claude 
King? I don't know yet. Maybe 
toe differences can be worked 
out by the time of the PGA 
national meeting to Florida. I 
certainly hope so." 

Lou Shue, clid) pro at the 
Cavalier golf course, indicated 
toe difficulty began a year ago 
by saying, "I think toe whole 
thing started wito the PGA's 
Executive Committee turning 
down a proposed $200 thousand 
California tournament which 
would have conflicted wito toe 
Bob Hope Classic. Now that 
toey've split, well, It's just one 
of those things."

City Council's Informal 
meeting Monday was supposed 
to l)e a short one, according 
to City Manager Roger Scott, 
but it didn't turn out fiat way. 
The meetii^ lasted more ^lan 
two hours at the Tliird ^- 
Ice Precinct on lodepeidence 
Blvd. 

A minimum housing code and 
needs of the city's Electoral 
Boaid consumed tte better part 
of the meeting. 

Councilman Lawrence E. 
Marshall of Bayslde is diair- 
man of a Council committee set 
up late In 1966 when the original 
housing code was presented 
without fonfare. 

A ri^t-of-entry clause in 
the code which would allow off- 
icial entry intoprivateproperty 
for inspection purposes caused 
a major controversy before the 
January 1967 public bearing on 
the matter was scheduled. The 
measure was postponed indef- 
initely at that time. 

The entry clause was con- 
sidered to be blown out of pro- 
portion by one Councilman, who 
noted that there were a number 
of l^al safeguards built in to 
avoid any misuses. He'^added 
that only those who could not 
qualify were worried anyway. 
At any rate the code has supp- 
osedly Ijeen rewritten to over- 
come objections, but has never 
been made public and no new 
date for a public hearing has 
ever been set. 

Monday, Marshall asked City 
Council to stop "piddling 
around" and pass the code, or 
i^se tell residoits they do not 
intend to do $o. He added that 
Virginia Beach is the only major 
city in the area without one and 
that certain state and federal 
hinds are not available because 
of the lack. 

An immediate objection was 
raised by Pungo Councilman 
Kenneth Whitehurst viiio said he 
could not see it apjjlyitlg to 
fiirmers and tenant farm bous- 
ing. He pointed to a recent case 
where one farmer had spent a 
considerable sum to i^grade a 
tenant farm only to have it 
ruined a week later by the 
itinerant worker who lived there 
temporarily. 

.Marshall suggested that 
P%My a pc^atation densi^w 
ciaiise could be included to help 
the rural areas. At that time 
all Councllmen present app- 
eared to favor the code if the 
rural (Ejection could be over- 
come, however, no date was set 
for a public hearing or for mak- 
ing public the rewritten law. 
Council then turned to the 
problems ofthe Electoral Board 
which noted there was a need 
for ten new voting machines 
in the city b^ore the November 
general election, to meet the 
needs of the 45,000 voters now 
on the rolls. John B. James, 
board chairman, and Mrs. Anna 
Cotton, general registrar, as 
well as other members of the 
board appeared before Council. 
James and Mrs. Cotton told 
Council that about 500 new 
voters had been registered just 
since July 23. 

James also informed Counciiy 
ttiat 16 of thr26 present pfee<^ 
cincts had more voters regis- 
tered than allowed by the law, 
which calls for no more than 
1,500. One, KempsviUe, more 
than twice exceeds that num- 
ber, as does one in Virginia 
Beach Borough. 

James pointed out that re- 
dlstrictlng could not be acc- 
omplished before November, 
but said the matter should be. 
looked into. Scott said City

On Surfing 

Editor, VIRGINIA BEACH SUN 
I have put off writing this 
letter for too" long, but the en- 
close'd clipping out of the 
SURFER magaiine gave me the 
prompting I needed. lam twenty 
years old, a cadet at the Vir- 
ginia Military Institute, and a 
surfer. I first want to ipiarantee 
you that I claim no association 
with my contemp(ft"arles who 
seem to protest' for the sake 
of protesting and claim unearned 
liberties to flaunt the authority 
of both their parents and the 
government which deserve both 
the respect and the love which 
is so often lacking. 

What I propose to do in this 
letter is offer not a negative 
criticism or mere gripe but a 
constructive criticism arrived 
at through deliberate ratiocina- 
tion. Although I live m Franklin, 
Virginia, I have spent all of 
my twenty Summers at Virginia 
Beach at our home on 66th 
Street; and I haye surfed since 
1958 when surfboafds were few 
and far between and there^ras 
not the problem that there is 
now. I am, therefore, well ac- 
quainted with the problem and 
have, what I believe tobe,some 
suggestions of merit. 



I do not propose to offer .a 
solution to the attitude of mer- 
chants toward surfers; I only 
hope to open a door to more 
understanding and lenient surf- 
Ine legislation rather than the 
strict 10 a.m. to 6 p.m. rep- 
lation. First I want to comment 
that this regulation was well 
thought-out and served to en- 
courage safety In the water, 
but it has outlived its purpose 
and had been shown not to be 
^)proprlate for the problem we 
now have. I believe that the 
hours that the present law speci- 
fies are good for weekends and 
holl(tiys; biit, even ^n the peak 
of'lhf totirlst 'Season, the beach 
is not so crowded on week- 
days, Monday through Friday, 
as to necessitate the present 
eight-hour halt during the day. 
A six-hour pause In surfing, 
from 11 a.m. until 5 p.m., should 
certainly be enough to satisfy 
the demands of the tourists 
during the weekdays and would 
most assuredly please the surf- 
ers, particularly^ the ones who 
reside in and aire citizens of 
the city of Virginia Beach, since 
they comprise the majority of 
the weekday surfers. If these 
different laws proved unsatis- 
factory In the commercial dis- 
trict which fronts on the board- 
walk, perhaps the new hours 
could only be effected north of 
the boardwalk and away from 
the block of motels in the board- 
walk section. 

A second suggestion is to 
allow surfing during times when 
the weather Is adverse to the 
likes of the tourist. This sug- 
gestion at once is engulfed In 
ambiguity as to whodetermines 
when the weather is adverse. 
The reason I am making such 
a suggestion Is that many times, 
during a northeaster or the like, 
the surf Is good and the beach 
is empty; but surfers are denied 
tte opportunity to exploit the 
waves because of the standing, 
inflexible regulations. 1 pro- 
pose, therefore, that the life- 
guards could determine whether 
the weather is such the people 
would not come to the beach for 
normal swimming or sunning 
pleasures. 1 offer' two sugges- 
tions for the determination of 
these weather conditions. First, 
surfers could consult with either 
the Virginia Beach Patrol or the 
police to get a firm yes or no. 
This would take the decision out 
of the hand of the surfers and. 
put it in responsible hands. 
In addition, if lifepards should 
deem the weather so adverse 
as to abstain from putting out 
umbrellas, surfers could take 
this as a firm go-ahead for 
surfing. 

My alternative suggestion is, 
I believe, the idral solution for 
this problem and the surfing 
regulation question In general; 
but, much more, it would repre- 
sent a step in the right direction 
"ty Virginia Beach to solve the 
problem of the "attitude" de- 
scribed in SURFER. This would 
be to have a simple recorded 
message on a telephone to ad>- 
vise surfers of many different 
things. This telephone number 
could be well publicized on 
street signs. In addition, radio 
publicity is m^beyowi the imag- 
ination. The recording could be 
easily controlled and k^t ac- 



curate up to the minute. The 
time regulations for the day 
could be given and changed 
according to the weather and 
crowds. In addition, if desired, 
it could give a brief description 
of surfing conditions, eliminat- 
ing many a long trip from 
Norfolk or Portsmouth just to 
find that the surf Is flat. Such 
a plan would be extremely flexi- 
ble and would allow the police 
and the Beach Patrol to simply 
co-ordinate surfers and sunners 
to alleviate overcrowding, dan- 
ger in the water, and disap- 
pointment on the part of tourists 
such as Tom Dillon and John 
Mui-phy. If necessary this Ser- 
vice could be operated in con- 
junction with a seriesof two or 
fliree warning flags that could 
be flown injiosjUons that are 
visible up and down the beach. 
Red and green flags could be 
controlled by the police and give 
surfers a positive no or go. 

All these suggestions are 
directly intended to alleviate 
the serious problem of over- 
crowding in the space at the 
south of the beach which has 
been set off for surfing. This 
"overcrowding has created a 
critical danger to both the surf- 
er and his surfboard. Surfing 
in this area has become more 
like riding the "bumpy cars" 
at the amusement park than 
actual surfing, and dings (cracks 
or breaks) on both surfboards 
and heads are all too common, 
appalling anyone who is in the 
least bit safety conscious. 

But more important is the 
far-reaching effect of a revised 
surfing law or, even better, 
a public service of the high 
calibre of an answering service. 
Either step would be a positive 
indication that the city of Vir- 
ginia Beach is truly interested 
in the problems of both the 
tourists and the families who 
reside in the city. A recon- 
sideration of the surfing pror 
blem and the regulations per- 
taining to It could not do any 
harm but could do unestimable 
good, and such a reconsideration 
might not only keep the surfing 
championship in Virginia Beach 
Where it belongs, but also much, 
much more in many other direc- 
tions. Such a problem and, yet, 
such an opportunity does not 
deserve immediate considera- 
tion; it demands it.

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Virginia Schools 
Serve Breakfasts

Suded garments ^i suede 
trim on sweaters,^Rfe and 
dresses must be given proper 
care if they are to remain 
attractive, said Mrs. Barbara 
Laughlin, Virginia Tech clothing 
specialist. 

Suede is a finish given to 
liather to create a velvety sur- 
face called a nap. A process 
of abrasion of the leather pro- 
duces the effect, but also re- 
duces the strength of the mat- 
erial and makes regular dry 
cleaning metho(ls impossible. 

Suede garments should be 
cleaned by specialistsin leather 
care, Mrs. Laughlin said. Often 
garment labels give cleaning 
instrultions and m^y state that 
the suede is guaranteed, pro- 
vided it is cleaned by a par- 
ticular company. If it is cleaned 
by another company, the manu-^, 
facturer will no longer guaran-"^ 
tee satisfaction. "It is to your 
benefit to follow these directions 
for cleaning and care as they 
appear on the garment," said 
Mrs. Laughlin. 

Since suede must be cleaned 
professionally and is often re- 
cbnditloiMdiJHill^ed before 
being reti^lhad/fnrpare is ex- 
pensive, jiome cleanlig metho<tt 
often remove the dye and, In 
the long run, make care-cost 
even more expensive. 

However, Mrs. Laughlin said, 
there are several things which 
may be done at home to care 
for suede. For general soil 
removal, dry plastic sponges 
collect surface dirt and oil 
when brushed across the suede 
in a circular motion. An art 
gum eraser will also remove 
surface dirt to a degree. 

Suede garments should be 
hung on padded hangers in a 
cool closet but should not be 
covered with a plastic bag since 
heat and lack of circulation will 
dry out the leather. 

Suede garments can be 
pressed at home withawarni, 
dry iron on the wrong side by 
using brown paper between the 
iron and leather. Steam should 
never be used. 

Suede should never be placed 
in water. If the wearer is caught 
in the rain, the garment should 
be allowed to dry naturally at 
room temperature. A plastic 
sponge will help restore the 
an)earance once it is dry. 



It's back-to-school time, 
again. And when^ the school 
doors open, so do the doors to 
its cafeteria— for breakfast as 
well as lunch. 

Breakfast? Yes. The import- 
ance of the morning meal to the 
overall education picture has 
been recogilTzed by educators 
as well as nutritionists. 

Of course, every Virginia 
school won't have a breakfast 
program many will. Last year, 
38 Virginia schools took part 
in the U.S. Department of Ag- 
riculture's pilot breakfast pro- 
gram. 

The breakfast program was 
set up by the Child Nutrition 
Act pf 1966, the purpose of 
which is to furnish a breakfast 
for those students who are es- 
pecially needy or who arrive 
to school hungry because they 
have been bussed to school from 
a long distance. 

Since them studies in Vir- 
ginia and other states across 
the nation have proven the value 
of this program. As a result. 
Congress has passed a bill that 
both increases funds for the 
program and extends it for 
another three years. ^ 

The improved behavior and 
learning ability of children that 
took part in the program last 
year has been noted by many 
educators. For many of the 
children, this was a new exper- 
ience— they weren't accusto- 
med to eating breakfast. 

Another, and unexpected, 
benefit of the program was its 
socialization effect on many of 
the children. Several teachers 
in the Virginia schools that 
took part in the breakfast pro- 
gram have commented on the 
way some children who were 
withdrawn became more alert 
and receptive after they started 
eating breakfast in a group- 
type atmosphere. It is believed 
that many of these pupils rarely 
tf ever sat down to eat as a 
family. 

' The attitude of the school 
food service personnel in these 
schools was good to enthusia- 
stic. And, in at least one school, 
the mother of one first-grade 
student, helped out each morn- 
ing on a volunteer basis. 

Generally, the results of the 
breakfast program in Virginia 
schools have been: a decrease 
in the percentage of tardiness; 



improved alertness in the 
morning^ improved disposition 
of the class; obvious weight 
gains, as well as improved 
skin texture and tone; reduced 
number of colds and minor 
sicknesses; and a greater par- 
ticipation in classroom activi- 
ties. 

The Consumer and Market- 
ing Service, working through 
state and lotal governments, 
finances the breakfast pro- 
gram. Schools participating in 
the program receive a cash 
reimbursement of up to 15 cents' 
toward the cost of each break- 
fasi from the Consumer and 
Marketing Service. In addition, 
participating schools are all- 
owed full use of USDA-donated 
commodities. 

Children usually pay from 
5 to 15 cents per meal, enough 
to cover the cost of preparing 
and serving the breakfast. How- 
ever, children who are unable 
to pay even this small sum, and 
there are many, can eat break- 
fast at no cost. 

Last school year, 500,403 
breakfasts were served in the 
38 Virginia schools, wittv 211,- 
419 of these served at no cost, 
in turn, VirKiT|iii|f«d 
$73,012:12 in cashTTOPtfrSe- 
ment from the Connner and 
Marketing Service. 

The program is administered 
by Miss Catherine Bauserman, 
Supervisor of the School Food 
Program of the Virginia De- 
partment of Education at Rich- 
mond. School officials who are 
interested in this program 
should contact that office for 
details. 

All schools participating in 
the ' breakfast program must 
serve meals that meet nutrit- 
ional requirements set up by 
the Consumer and Marketing 
Service. Each breakfast must 
include 1/2 pint of milk; 1/2 
cup of fruit juice, vegetable 
juice or fruit; and 3/4 cup of 
hot cereal or a cereal prod- 
uct like toast, muffins or rolls. 
A protein- rich food like eggs, 
sausage, bacon, peanut butter 
or cheese, although optional, 
is recommended as often as 
practical.

Siler has recently opened a 
shop by the name of Electrical 
Troubleshooters, Inc., which 
deals with all kinds of electri- 
cal problems; both commercial 
and (tomestic. "We never turn 
a call away if there is a. way 
we can fix it." Siler said. 

Siler's strangest job was re- 
pairing the Pungo Ferry Draw- 
bridge.

"Man is a natural accum- 
ulator," Holland noted, "un- 
fortunately whkt he has a habit 
of a<^QUmulating is flammable 
material,. ..magazines,, old 
newspapers, furniture, books, 
and so on." In taisinesses, cer- 
tain fire rules have been made 
to control the amount of flam- 
mable material in one area of 
a building. As one method of 
prevention and protection, there 
is a limitation required accord- 
ing to the rules. If a business 
must store large amounts of 
combustible products, then this 
must be separated by fire walls. 
As in business, good house- 
keeping is necessary to control 
your storage. Proper ' storage 
of gasoline, kerosene, and other 
Inflammables is Important: ne- 
ver place these items near a 
heat supply... water heater, 
gas heater, etc. 

Once you think you have or- 
ganized your home so that clut- 
ter Is discarded, and storage 
of certain materials is secure, 
then you roust plan as a family 
unit alternate escape routes 
from each room in your home. 
You or a member of your fam- 
ily may not be able to leave by 
the usuial exit in case a fire 
starts. See that second story 
windows used for escape have a 
roof to climb to. In case of a 
fire, decide who will call the 
fire department. Many lives 
Jjave been lost because people 
i3x) not pre-plan their escape 
from their house. The front door 
Is not always accessible.

Order Peonies Now for Fall 
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Fall is rapidly creeping upon 
us. Septetnber and October are 
the months when our winter 
grass is planted, as well as 
our permanetit cool season 
grasses. 

When we go into the numerous 
stores in the area that sell 
grass seeds, we see all kinds. 
To" the general homeowner, this 
is very confusing. 

Lawn type grasses are gen- 
erally divided into two different 
types : warm season grasses 
wiiich include bermuda grass, 
zoysia grass, and St. Augustine 
grass; and cool season grasses 
which include the fescues, blue- 
grasses and rye grass. 

Rye grass Is only for winter 
cover and color, and quickly 
dies when hot weather arrives 
next spring. It is not a perma- 
nent grass. 

The bluegrasses, as a rule, 
do not do ve^y well In this 
area, although occasionally one 
can see some growing. Recent 
research Is very promising In 
this aspect, however. 

Of the fescues,. Kentucky 31 
is the most hardy and most 
permanent In the area. It is 
not of a fine texture as are 
the bluegrasses, however. This 
grass is objectionable to many 
persons becaiuse it Is clumpy., 
dumpiness, however, can be^ 
eliminated by heavy seeding*

Peony roots sboalA be ord^ed 
now for pUirting in Sq>tember. 
Planting may start about a month 
before the average first frost 
date In your area. It should 
be completed by the time the 
first lulling fr(»t occurs. 

The peony Is native to China 
and Tibet and has been culti- 
vated for over 2,000 years. 
French plantsmen appear to 
have l>een the first gardeners 
to select andbybridlietbemod- 
ern peony. 

The peony Is an excellent 
flower for the perennial border. 
It will live for many years 
without replanting. Locate your 
peonies in the sun In a well- 
drained fertile soil. They wIU 
not bloom if planted in the 
shade. 

Purchase large healthy di- 
visions with three roots and 
three to five buds. The roots 
should be nearly one Inch thick 
at the top. and four to six 
Inches long. Divisions with only 
one or two buds will take an 
extra ywur or two before th^ 
reach the age of' flowering. 

Plant the root with the buds 
not more than two Inches below 
the surface In well-drained soil. 
In heavy soil the buds should 
not be more than one inch deep. 



S^Kce ymir peony plants three 
to five feet apart to allow ade- 
quate room tw vigorous growth. 
Set ttie roots firmly and virater 
thorcwghly. A light organic 
mulch should be applied to pro- 
vide tn'otection during ttie first 
winter. 

Buy roots of named varieties 
from reliable sources, lliese 
roots are secured by dividing 
the clump of an old, well es- 
tablished plant. The named va- 
rieties of peonies do not come 
true from seeds. ' 

Add variety to your perennial 
border by^antlngLSomejslngl*- 
or J^anese peonies. TTie flow- 
ers of these types are held 
erect on s^iff stems and are 
more resistant to damage by 
wind than the double varieties.

Single peonies have five or 
more petals in a single or 
double row around a cmter 
cluster of conspicuous, yellow, 
pollen-producing stamens.

The Japanese peony flowers 
are similar to the single type 
except that the center is com- 
posed of modified stamens whidi 
look like a thick cluster of 
colorful, tUnlyshredded petals.

City Council Monday raised 
the limit on non-referendum 
bonc^ that can be issued by the 
city by approving an ordinance*^ 
that allows the issuance of an 
additional $2 million in public 
Improvement bonds and $2 mil- 
lion in water and sewer bonds. 

The doubling of the allowable 
bonds issued each year without 
consent of the voters was made 
possible through a City Charter 
change passed by the 1968 Vir- 
ginia General Assembly. 

The new public improvement 
bonds are earmarked for land 
acquisition and completion of 
Rudee Inlet marina faciliti^, 
recreational facilities, to iq- 
elude the municipal golf course^ 
on land donated by the State 
from Camp Pendleton, acquis- 
ition of land and improvement 
of municipal facilities at City 
Hall, site improvement for a 
community college when a site 
Is chosen by the end of the year, 
a new public health center in 
Bayside and additional street 
and highw^ improv^ldents. 

No dat«'was set for the sale 
pf the bonds. The sale is ex-

Master Plan Awaited 



Dredging for the proposed

Problems 
Still Plague 
Rudee Inlet 

Rudee Inlet is in de^ again 
with its sandy problem. 

It seems that the sand trap, 
dredged at approximately 18 feet 
is not doing the job it was supp- 
osed to. Instead of sand seeking 
the lowest level, which would be 
the 18 foot pit, it is filling up 
the channel used to enter the 
inlet. 

Dredging operations are go- 
ing on, but only once per day. 
The operations were ciit back 
from two a day when the pum- 
pers were putting inferior mat- 
erial on the beach. 

Early this week, adredge with 
an eight-inch pipe was supposed 
to move into the inlet to pump 
the overflowing sand onto the 
south bank of Croatan Beach. 

And then there is the Rudee 
Inlet Marina. If private help 
can't be found soon, the Rudee 
Inlet Authority will have to go 
the cost of the marina and the. 
newly-constructed bridge on 
their own.. 

The cost of the marina could 
run between $500,000 and $581,- 
000, depending upon how much 
work has been completed init- 
ially. 

Authority members are hew- 
ing that t^e marina can be open 
for operation next summer. 
Construction would have to start 
in late September or early Oct- 
ober in order to have the area 
ready for use by next summer, 
according to L. Dean Curtis, 
Rudee project coordinator. 

The Army Corps of Engin- 
eers will make a study of the 
city's approximate 38-mile 
shoreline, which is expected to 
be completed in late fall or 
early winter. 

A $4.6 billion public works 
appropriations bill recently 
passed tiy Congress, the Nor- 
folk district of Engineers re- 
ceived $31,000 for the study. 

In the same bill, $40,000 was 
designated for contiiming a 
study of possible ami sys- 
tems in the city for recrettional 
and drainage purp(»es.

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*P' Coffee House To Remain Open 



Tt» "D" o^ee tKHise on 
AUai^c Avenue, in Virginia 
Beach will remain opon for bus- 
iness at least througii tbe end 
of ttiis tourist season. That's 
'ttie offic ial word from the Ses-; 
sioQ of the governing body of 
First Presbyterian Church, op- 
erators of tte coffee bouse. 

The meeting was held Monday 
ni^t after a raid was made on 
tbe establishment Friday night 
by members of the vice squad 
of Virginia Beach police, and 
a bag of marijuana was found 
in a rest room there. 

The coffee house was founded 
in 1965 by assistant pastor Wil- 
liam Russell. Russell said that 
two seminary students, Bill 
Jordan and Buck Thomson have 
been managing the operation 
this summer. 

He added that at his direction 
an "open door policy" has been 
maintained at the coffee house 
so that it, could serve its ori- 
,ginal purpose. That purpose, 
according to Russell, is to serve 
as a "primary witness to those 
alienated to the church in gen- 
eral, not just the Presbyterian 
church." 

The coffee house is a non- 
profit operation, where no al- 
coholic beverages are served 
and entertainment is provied 
by young singers and band 
groups. 
"We don't preach to^them 



Oiere," said itassell "But oar 
managers sit and talk with those 
who come there, and ht^efuUy 
yiey'll discuss their problems." 
A number of those have ap- 
peared in church, sometimes 
in attire iiul uuusldered^ 
for church, but they have at- 
tended services, Russell said. 
The operation of the coffee 
house is not necessarily a happy 
circumstance for all 1,000 mem- 
bers of the church. Russell 
admits this, but says those 
who approve outnumber those 
who disapprove. John Lyles, 
pastor of the church, has taken 
a neutral stand on the matter, 
but the Session has agreed to 
re-evaluate the coffee house 
before next season. Russell 
leaves Virginia Beach Sept. 1 
for a new post in Richmond. 

It is believed that the coffee 
house will operate next summer, 
if not by First Presbyterian, 
than by either the Presbyterian 
Church which now contributes 
$8,000 to the operation or by 
another ministers' group. 

Russell said that "hippie^" 
often came into the coffee shop, 
but that they could not really 
be excluded if the ministry was 
to be effective. But he added 
that some persons have b^en 
ejected, when they asked for 
drugs ibr appeared to be on 
some type of drug. 
"You take risks in this sort 



of thing," said Russell, "you 
leave yourself wide open to 
abuse and misuse of the opera- 
tion. Some are bound to try to 
take advantage of you." 

He added that when a group 
to work w ith al- 
coholics they hav^" to expect a 
backslider once in a while. 

"It's the same with us," he 
said. "While we have a lot of 
well-adjusted persons who come 
in, we also are trying to com- 
municate with the others, and 
occasionally we fail.'' 

Saturday night police were 
patrolling the area closely, ac- 
cording to Russell, and he said 
that the police had been haras- 
sing the operators and custo- 
mers of the coffee house. 

There is no evidence of mari- 
juana actually ever having been 
sold or passed at the "D", 
and no arrests have ever been 
made there. Russell added that 
police patrol the place constant- 
ly. 

Russell said he had met with 
Second Police Precinct Capt. 
R. C. Davis (or about a half 
hour recently and that the meet- 
ing was pleasant but that the 
two could not reach common 
ground. Davis, wtiile making no 
official comment on charges of 
harassment or of charges of in- 
dication he had said he would 
close the place down, also said 
the meeting was affable and that 



he thought there had been a 
little better understanding on 
both parts at the conclusion. 

While the "D" continues to 
be a center of controversy, 
police officials admit there is a 
problem with the "Hippies and 
service personnel who are part- 
time hlK>ies with close haircuts 
and shined shoes". 

Up until this year the "D" 
had not been involved in the drug 
matter. In fact, last summer 
one reported case of a problem 
there was turned over to the 
police immediately. 

Checks 
Returned 

About $1 million in undeliver- 
able checks is returned to the 
Veterans Administration each 
year, E.P. Brosnan, Manager of 
the Roanoke VA Regional Off- 
ice, said.

In Laws 

Petitions for redressed grie- 
vances, requesting reconsid- 
eration and nullification dL re- 
cent declsicms by the United 
States Supreme Court are being 
circulated throughout the region 
by the Princess Anne F.O.P. 
Lodge #8. 

The petitions point to decis- 
ions"which appear to be weighed 
lopsldedly In favor of the crim- 
inal elements in our society" 
resulting in placing an increas- 
ing burden and restrictions on 
law enforcement.

Several other matters will 
also be settled that day as 
well, including selection of a 
new President of the United 
States, a First District Con- 
gressman and a tradition-break- 
ing state $81 miUlon bond Issue 
for education and mental health. 

The verified petitions calling 
for the local option referendum 
were presented to Judge Paul 
W. Acklss with 4,000 signatures. 
Only 3,517 were needed to call 
the referendum. A total of 10,941 
signatures were collected in 
the city, but Richard Guy, chair- 
man of the committee which 
conducted the signature cam- 
paign told General City Regis- 
trar Mrs. Anna Cotton "to stop 
at 4,000 In verification. 

Guy headed a joint Chamber 
of Commerce-Jaycees commit- 
tee In Virginia Beach which be- 
gan collecting signatures door- 
tb-door last May, even before 
the local option measure be- 
came law on July 1, 90 days 
after the end of the Virginia 
General Assembly session 
which passes it. 

Guy's committee will not go 
out of existence until after the 
referendum. Guy said the mem- 



bers plan an extensive educatlOD 
campalp before Novemba to 
show voters why the issue ^lould 
be passed. 

He said there is no organized 
(^ipositlon so far In the dty, 
but that funds are available to 
pr^ent tte positive side ol dw 
Issue In an organized campalp 
In favor Is necessary. Gay's 
committee is working in con- 
junction with similar grotQts in 
other Tidewater cities. 

The first t6st of the new 
law will come tomorrow when 
residents of Bath County, home 
of the famed resort.

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Tvrt>lyeari "ago one detective 
of the Virginia Beach Police 
D^artment handled all of the 
very ffw matters concerning 
drugs in the city. It was a 
part^ime function for him, al- 
thou^, h^ warned at the time 
ttiat the problem was on the 
increase. Some listened. Most 
didiiot. ! 

His violence where marijuana 
was concerned never relaxed, 
and he was reisponslbfe for a 
couple 'of arrests that summer 
that pit a serious crimp in the 
traffic of marijuana. 

In fact, it was almost im- 
posible to buy any in Virginia 
Beach after that. The sources 
were few at that time, and 
police officials were not overly 
concerned with drugs then. It 
mattered little. There were few 
users in the first place. 

Biit all that has changed now. 
The sources are many and var- 
ied. Even with the intensified 
vigil^Ace of the vice squad and 
othei' • active investigation by 
poilti^en, both overt and co- 
vert, marijuana is easy to find 
in Vfrginia Beach and is in- 
expensive; 

Evert raids on "pot" parties, 
close surveillence of known 
wets and dealers anfd a number 
(A publicize arrests has failed 
to slow down the marijuana 
•traffic. 

The police admit that it is 
being brought in from a number 
of different places. The users 
admit that it is too. In fact 
they say the quality of the 
stuff dependson where it comes 
from. . I 

The police also admit that 
almost anyone can bring it in, 
and that it is difficult to watch, 
every tourist and native as he ' 
returhi to the city limits of 
Virginia Beach to see if he 
has brought in marijuana from 
out of town. 

It is common knowledge, ac- 
cording to returning service- 
men, that marijuana is being 
used widely in Vietnam. Ser- 
vicemen are bringing it in. But 
so are k;ivilians. 

Instead of the problem being 
a simple one involving only a 
few people who can be watched, 
it is now a widespread one 
involving many different people 
from all walks of life apd from 
all classes, of Society. 

There are perWips three dif- 
ferent types of persons on ihari- 
juana ta Virginia Beach. They 
are the native and tourist teen- 
agers, from an upstanding. mid- 
dle-Classed background, the 
"hippies" and society's "wrong- 
thinkers" and the pseudo-hip- 
pies looking for a thrill. The 
latter category is made up 
largely of service personnel 
who dress and act like, hippies 
on the weekends while making 
certain they keep their hair 
closely cropped and their shoes 
shined for a Monday morning 
inspection. 

Armed forces officials in the 
area also admit there is a 
great problem with marijuana 
among the service personnel. 

Perhaps the most difficult 
group to deal with are the 
"wrong thinkers." 

They know the use of mari- 
juana is illegal, but they are 
convinced the law is wrong and 
are outto get it changed, through 
demonstrations, getting arres- 
ted and the like. 

"It's only a historical acci- 
dent that liquor is legal and 
marijuana is not," said one 
as a legalizing argument. 

H^ is a college student from 
a middle class family. He has 
always been a little defiant and 
has always lookedfor something . 
different to do. 

"So when it was there, I 
tried it. I was curious about 
it (marijuana) he said. 

"It should be legal. It's nice. 
But then a lot of things in this 
country are absurd." 

He Is also active in demon- 
strations. His ambition is to 
graduate from college, refuse 
th« draft, go to jail and then 
become a political activist. He 
also likes to "turn people on" 
(start others on marijuana). 

She comes from a little better 
background, but she too has also 
been defiant and claims to have 
pr(*lems getting along with par- 
ents. She smokes marijuana and 
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Wice'Kids in Virginia Beach Smoke Marijuana Too 



likes to turn others on too. She 
has no desire to stop. 

"It puts me in a dreamworld 
I tried it because my friends 
did, and 1 liked it." She doesn't 
want to be arrested or for her 
parents to find out, since she 
is a college student and her 
father is quite well-known and 
respected. 

"My ambition is to get mar- 
ried and have babies someday 
and liv^ on a hillside and be 
able to smoke marijuana on 
Saturday nights when I feel like 
It," she admitted. 

Both of these live in Virginia 
Beach and smoke marijuana 
here. 

Both began young as did many 
others, as witnessed by thf* 
jiKirijuana scandals in the high 
schools last wint«r. The cases 
evaporated, however, when not 
enough witnesses could be found. 

Nice kids from middle-class 
and-above-families smoke 
marijuana too. Why have the\ 
resorted to sometliing that I.-. 
illegal and could put them ii 
jail for as mijch as five yeai ;. 
Is it an escape from reality 
or a slap atanother geiieration ' , 
Is It a, kick or just sometliiiip 
they can do tu stay within tiit 
crowd? The fuUowing answtis 
t« "why?" art college and hi^h 
school students who smoke. 

He is an athietfe lor a laig-- 
southern university. Why dof^i,' 
he smoke "grass" (marijuana/ 

"It's much better than alco- 
hol. There isn't any getting 
sick or passing out with grass, 
It isn't any rebellion against 
a generation. The first time 
I smokeid it waS just kind of 
an experiment.

sheet-like rope^ which was a 
copy of Mickey Spillane's "I, 
The Jury", and had a note tied 
to it reading "Help I'm Dying". 

Marr said, "lliere was no- 
thing medically wrong with him. 
He's iust tired of being in 
jail." 

He added that the man had 
been confined since March 3 
of this year awaiting trial on 
a charge of attempted burglary. 

Marr remains critical of the 
court systems for lengthy con- 
finentents oi prisoners at the 
city jail. 

He said, "At the time of the 
escape there were 18 prisoners 
confined in the jail who had been 
here for a t^lnbined total of 
2,429 days, ranging in time of 
05 days for a man from the 
t;tate Penitentiary on a writ 
fur retrial following conviction 
of robbery, to 210 daj(;^ for a 
iiiiui waiting for trial on a*felai^ge 
oi burglaa'y". Marr said, in 
dtmg these and other cases, ■ 
"This shows bow long we are 
keeping prisoners without rec- 
reation or exercise which 
is detrimental to their minds, 
not knowing what is going 
to happen to them. Th^ law says 
every man is entitled to a 
speedy trial, and I would like 
tu know if this is a speedy 
trial". 

Marr saic\ he has not made 
any requests for additional per- 
sonnel at the jail in light of 
recent developments. 

Howevei;, he said he re- 
quested new screening around 



the jail the 1st of May which 
was done the last week of July, 
and added "I had been discuss- 
ing with former City Manager 
W. Russell Hatchett for years, 
to put my jailers in uniforms, 
and during Monday's City Coun- 
cil meeting they finally agreed 
to do it." 

As for changing any locks 
OB doors since the theft of a , 
full set of keys to the Jail, 
Marr said "I don't see any 
reason to change any locks, but 
when they (the inspectors) come 
down they may recommend they 
be changed." . 

Marr did indicate some con- 
cern over doorways leading^nto 
and out of' the jail, however, 
when he said, "It's a bad sit- 
uation with the way we have 
four outside doors into the jail, 
two In frontj one on a side hall, 
and one out back of the kitchen. 
All of these doors are not vis- 
ible from the front office. Only 
the main entrance is visible 
from there, and one key works 
three doors leading outside." 

Marr also had comments in 
answer to recent critlcisiti as 
to whether he Is competent at 
the age of 71 to handle the dut- 
ies of Virginia Beach City Ser- 
geant by saying, "I am capable 
of doing the work today I did 
when I was 40 years old. I'm 
alert and in top physical health. 
I have not seen adoctor since 
1 had my gall bladder removed 
several years ago, and I was 
back on the job the 11th day af- 
tei that operation".

This same (^cial was also 
questioned as to whether laws 
dealing with drug offenses are 
strong enough? 

He answered "I think the pre- 
sent laws are adequate with the 
exception of tbos« which apply 
to halluclnagenlc drugs, such as 
'LSD' and 'STP'. The laws deal- 
ing with these drugs should be 
changed to bring them under 
stronger penallUes for their 
illegal use." 

An Investigation which began 
last February Indicated the Vir- 
ginia Beach pubUc school sys- 
tem was becoming involved in 
drug traffldng. 

The question of whether this 
could present any problem In 
the future, brought the reply, 
"We're aware that we cah have 
a problem In the schools this 
year, but we don't tiiiidc we 
win becai^e we al»ted school 
officials who by being aware 
of what happened in the past 
win be prepared. They don't 
want It again. Hie par«its are 
also aware of It and they don't 
want It again. It is possible 
ttiat drugs could run rampant 
in the city this year starting 
with the schools, but they will 
not because we're In a better 
position to cope with It this 
year." 

a^ The police official also said, 
"J think there were more drugs 
here this summer than when we 
started the school investigation 
in February but less than If 
we had not started In the schools. 
Drugs arp widespread, but they 
are more prevalent among the 
liberal set including the 'long

haired kids' iiiu} are moving 
away from, their parents and 
living together ther^y aliena- 
ting themselves from our 
society," 

"In the past when dealing 
with Juveniles invloved In ^e 
drug traffic we taw fit to {dace 
a charge of incorrigitdllty for 
the welfare of the child in- 
volved. We feel we have ade- 
quately informed the community 
of the problem, and the serious- 
ness of the use of drugs, there- 
fore we win cease to use the 
'catch-all' charge of incorrigi- 
bility and will place specific 
charges to suit, violations of 
drug laws". 

The seriousness with which 
the Virginia Beach police de- 
partment face the matter of 
illegal drug trafficing and use 
is summed up in ttie outlook of 
the official when he said "We're 
going to take whatever steps 
are necessary to put an end 
to It as fast as possible If 
we experience It again. When 
I say whatever is necessary, 
I m^n just tbat». and,we'U 
go as far as possible." 

No longer can marijuana be 
lodced upon as sometliing that 
a few use to float away to a 
dream world. No longer can It 
be lodeed upon as a problem of 
Mily the dregs of society. No 
longer can it be ignored. 

If It indeed is to be controlled 
at all It is up to some parents 
of those nice kids to help con- 
trol it. It is up to the com- 
p la cent citizens of Virginia 
Beach and other cities to recog- 
nize the problem and deal with 
It. And It Is up to the police 
to continue a crackdown. 

That is, unless someday the 
argument is won, and mari- 
juana Is made legal. 
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Youth Died in Wreck 

Police said Thomas F. ^rulU,

The prospects for paid fire 
departments in Virginia Beach 
are indeed interesting.

GET ON THE JOGGING TEAM 
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Virginia's Public Schools 

Tlie following special report Is reprinted from the NEWS LETTER of the Univerrity of Virginia 
of last month. It deals with thHrapMcatlons of the declining birth rate in mrginia on public i 
schools. The article, written by Ralph W. Cherry and Rolland A. Bowers does not, however, take / 
Into consideration a rapidly growing area like Vlrginin Beach, where increases are expected 
through 1985 at least. The article has been edited to me^ space requirements. 



Recent projections oloirollment in the public 
schools of the United States indicate that a 
significant change is about to occur. After a 
quarter of a century in which new highs were 
reached year a^er year, it appears that the 
tide will soon b«gin to tvrn. It is expected 
that enrollment in th() elementary schools will 
crest in 1969-70 and then decline for a period 
of several years. At the high school level, 
> me turnifitB ^nt illl not be reached until 

The^^me statements can be made concerning 
enrollment in the public schools of Virginia 
with one important qualification. They are 
applicable with respect to enrollment in grades 
1 tiirOugh 12 only. The establishment of kinder- 
gartois in public school systems throughout 
the State will probably more than offset the 
decline in enrollment which would otherwise 
occur. 

Enrollment in die public schools plays such 
an important part in State plans for education 
that a more detailed analysis of tlie impending 
changes is warranted. The purpose of this 
article is to present such an analysis and to 
suggest some of the implications for educa- 
tional planning in Virginia. 

The principal reason for the anticipated 
decrease in enrollment is the fact that the- 
birth rate and the number of live births have 
declined. The total number of resident births in 
Virginia dropped from 97,284 in 1957 to 84,538 
in 1966. Preliminary reports of the Bureau 
of Vital Records and Health Statistics of the 
Virginia Department of Health indicate that 
the number of births declined further in 1967, 
to 82,767. The downward trend was most 
pronounced in the period beginning in 1964. 

It is impossible to predict with a high degree 
of confidence the number of births in 1968 
and subsequent years. Specialists in the field 
generally agree, however, that the number will 
begin to increase by 1969, principally because 
of the larger number of women who will be 
in the childbearing ages in the period Just 
ahead. For the purposes of this study, the 
assumption is that the number^ of resident 
births in Virginia will remains a't the present 
level (approximately 83,000) in 1968 and then 
rise gradually in each of the following 5 years. 
. To project enrollment in the first grade, 
it was necessary to determine the relationship 
of enrollment each year to the number of 
births six years earlier. The pupils In grade 
1 were then carried through 12 grades, using 
calculated percentages which take into account 
net migration,- promotion rates, holding power 
of the schools, and other variables. 

Two other assumptions have affected the 
projection of enrollment at other levels. The 
first is that the holding power of the secondary 
schools will continue to increase. Secondly, 
it is assumed that Virginia will continue to 
grow in population because of immigration, 
The rate of growth is expected to remain at 
the level of the past 10 years. 
- The factors which affect enrollment trends 
are not likely to change drastically during 
the next four years. It is fairly safe to assume, 
therefore, that the projected enrollments In 
grades 1-12 are reasonably accurate throu^ 
1971-72 and that an analysis of the educational 
needs of Virginia based on these projectlwis 
will provide data which can be used with con- 
fidence In planning. 

The same claim cannot be made, however, 
ever, for the projection of enrollment in tile idn- 
dergarten stage. Because only a fe* school sys- 
tems in Virginia now provide programs for 
children under six y«irs of age, tfcere are 
no records on which to base a projection. 

Although there are many other aspects of 
educational planning which will be affected by 
the change In enrollment trends, the focus 
in the analysis which follows is (^ the problem 
d finance. The major pert of the expenditures 
for public schools is the item for salaria 
oi iiatructloial pei«(^eU H^ce, spedil «t- 



tentlon is given to this aspect of public school 
finadee. 

IB the period from 1961 to 1966 the pupil- 
teacher ratio in Virginia's public schools was 
reduced from 25.8 to 24.1, a change of 6.6 
vet cent. To effect a further reduction of 
^roxiniately 5 per cent by 1970 would require 
employment of an additional 2,500 instructional 
personnel, bringing the total to 55,010. On 
this \ basis, the number needed in 1971 would 
be 55,900. 

In the 10-year period from 1957-58 to 1966-67. 
the average salary of all instructional per- 
sonnel employed in the local school systems 
of Virginia increased from $3,794 to $6,342, 
a gain of 67.2 per cent. Reports on adoption 
of salary sales by local school boards justify 
the prediction that a comparable increase 
will be made in 1968-69. It is probably that 
the upward trend will continue at about the same 
rate through 1971-72. If this assumption is 
correct, the average salary of instructional 
personnel employed In the public schools of 
Virginia will be approximately $8,Win 1970-71 
and $8,880 in 1971-1972. 

The accuracy of these salary projections 
win be determined by three major factors: 
(1) changes In the purchasing power of the 
dollar, (2) changes in the level of preparation 
of Instructional personnel, and (3) willingness 
and ability of the State and local school sys- 
tems to pay higher salaries to attract and 
hold highly competent personnel. 

It must be expected also that the pre[»ration 
of teachers will be Improved significantly In 
the years just ahead. ' 

Whether State and local authorities, and the 
people of Virginia, can and will provide 
ftmds for the projectW Increases in salary 
is the third factor. Only the people can answer 
the question of willingness, but recent develop- 
ments suggest that Virginians are aware of the 
importance of good schools and of ttie necessity 
for employing and retaining highly qualified 
personnel. 

Increases in expenditures for schools are 
substantial, but they represent a much lower 
percentage of gain than occurred in the pre- 
ceding six-year period. The total disburse- 
ments by county and city school boards in 
Virginia rose from $321,476,889 in 1961-62 
to $574,262,327 In 1966-67, a gain of 78.6 
per cent. Even the higher estimate of 
$907,090,000 for 1971-72 calls for an Increase 
of c«ly 59.7 per cent over 1966-67. 

The higher estimate of school expenditures 
for 1971-72, when enrollment Is expected to 
reach a peak, represents an increase of 
59.7 per cent over disbursements in 1966-67. 
It is assumed that the per capita income of 
Virginians will rise another 36.5 per cent, or 
more, by that time. Another assumption is 
that the population of the State will continue 
to Increase at about the same rate. In addi- 
tion, it is quite possible that yie Federal 
government will provide a larger share (tf the 
funds required. The |rend siiKf 1965 has 
been in that direction iu^ Is exQ«i^Nd to \k 
even more pronounced vrnen .the '«mr in Viet 
Nam ends. 

If these assumptfrns are valid^4he{a-ojected 
increase in exp«ditures for schools will 
add very little to the tax burden of a resident 
of Virginia.

Total enrollment is ej^ected tl decline in 
1972-73, and the downward trend should con- 
tinue through 1981-82.

It is possible to have a lamp 
vrtilch is both functional and 
decorative In the home, but the 
right combination doesn't just 
happen. It takes thought and 
planning, said Mrs. Mildred A. 
Payne, Virginia Tech home 
economist. 

Increasing the size of the 
shade from 14 to 16 Inches, 
for Instance, can mean the dif- 
ference between proper vision 
and not seeing comfortably. As 
little as an inch or two in lamp 
height can make a tremendous 
difference ' Ih the comfort of 
seeing. 

There are sever aKthlngs 
which can be done to orlng 
"faulty" lamps up to piloper 
specifications. If, for instance. 



the bottom of the shade falls 
much above eye level the lamp 
should be moved about 10 inches 
behind the shoulder. If the shade 
is less than 16 inches In dia- 
meter the lamp may need to 
be placed closer to the person 
using It or the shlde should 
be replaced with a larger one. 

If the shade Is not high enough 
this may be corrected by rais- 
ing the lamp with a block of 
wood or by using a higher 
table. Sometimes "cUp-on" 
shades are used which may 
place the bulb too high In the 
shade. This may often be im- 
proved by adding a harp which 
will support a different type of 
shade and give a better spread 
of light.

Don't Start Crash Program for Schoo 



By Carolyn McAllen 

Sept. 6 will be the big day 
for an estimated 4,000 children 
in Virginia Beach who will be 
starting in first grade in public 
schools. Pius, there will be 
many in private schools. 

If you haven't already enrol- 
led your first grader, you should 
do so as soon as possible. 
Elementary schools are now 
registering students between 9 
a.m. and noon daily. A birth 
certificate is needed. 

A few "basics" which first 
graders should know before be- 
ginning school are suggested 
by elementary supervisor, 
Bruce McGuire. "But caution 
parents not to begin a crash 
program now. The suggestions 
are jutt things that will give 
the child more confidence. His 
or her teacher will help them. 
these are not set rules a child 
must know before starting 
school/' 

He should know how to put 
things away. The children will 
be expected to pick up and put 
away toys. 

He should know how to listen 
when bthers are speaking and

how to follow simple, one-step 
directions. ^-.Hs*^ 

He should be able to assume 
the responsibility for feeding 
himself. (Surprisingly, McQuire 
said that some cannot.)

He should know how to tie 
his shoes and how to button 
and unbutton. 



^ He should know his name, 
address and telephone number. 
(My second grader still doesn't 
know her address or phone 
number, but she can t'ell you 



how to get to her house.) "We 
hate to admit It, but in spite 
of our best preGqutions children 
do sometimes get on the wrpng 
school bus," said McGuire. "If 
a child at least knows the gen- 
eral ;area in which he lives 
it helps." 

McGuire said some first grade 
teachers have a regular pro- 
gram at the beginning of school 
to help the children learn name, 
address, etc. 

He also said that some child- 
ren have a fear of school as 
a new experience. "Usually it's 
temporary. A *child that has 
stayed away from home over- 
night or traveled away from 
home usually has enough con- 
fidence." 

Above all, don't use school 
and teachers asfO threat to 
make a child behave. And don't 
allow older brother? and sisters 
to frighten younger ores. 

Remember, too, your first 
grader is just like 4,000 or so 
others, and it's a new experi- 
ence for all. Encourage him, 
but don't expect too mucfi too 
soon.

YOB will need some good 
potting soil If yon bring house 
plants indoors for the winter, 
or use annual flowering plants 
or bult>s as a source of winter 
blooms." 

A good sterilized soil mix- 
ture may be secured from your 
local florist or greenhouse. If 
you prefer to mix your own, 
use 2 parts rich garden soil, 
1 part shredded peat moss, 
I part coarse sand, and 1/2 
part dried manure. Add 1/2 cup 
bonemeal per peck to improve 
the fertility level. 

Your home mixed soil should 
be sterilized to kill insect and 
disease organisms. Secure 
chemical sterilizing material 
from a seedman or garden cen- 
ter, and use as directed on the 
package, or bake the mixture 
in an oven. The baking process 
is quite practical for home 
gardeners. The soil must be 
cooked in shallow pans not over 
3 inches ,^ep, at a temperature 
of ISO degrees F. for 30 minutes. 
Use a thermometer to be sure 
• the mixture is actually 180 de- 
greestor the 30 minute period. If 
you hasye no thermometer; cook 
the soil for I hour at 200 
degrees F. Another method of 
insuring adequate sterilization 
is to place va medium sized 
potato in the soiU When the 



grass and many fertilizers to 
choose from. The main point . 
to keep in mind, Shoulders said, • 
is that bluegrass aM fescue 
lawns need from two and a 
half to four pounds of actual 
nitrogen and about one and half 
pounds each of phosphate and 
potash between now and late 
fall. Two applications will be 
needed since this is too much 
fertilizer to, apply at one time. 

Shoulders outlined two prac- 
tical programs to meet the lawn 
tiutrient needs. The first in- 
volves using a complete fertili- 
zer that contains about two to 
three times as much nitrogen 
as it' does phoisphate or potash, 
between now and Sept. 15. He 
explained that the first number 
in a fertilizer analysis is the 
per cent of nitrogen, the second 
is phosphate and the third is 
potash. 

Under this program the fer- 
tilizer should be applied at a 
rate that supplies one and a 
half pounds of actual nitrogen 
per 1,000 square feet. The rate 
is determined by the amount of 
nitrogen in the fertilizer. Then, 
between Oct. I and Nov. I, but 
at least four weeks after the 
first application, the plot should 
be fertilized again with the same 
material and at the same rate. 

In the second option, a fer- 
tilizer containing nitrogen alone 
is applied by Sept. 15 at a rate 
to supply from one to one and 
a half pounds of actual nitrogen 
per 1,000 square feet. Between 
Oct. 1 and Nov. 1, but at least 
four weeks after the. first ap- 
plication, a complete fertilizer 
should be used which contains 
equal parts of nitrogen, phos- 
phate and potash. It should be 
applied at the rate of one and 
a half pounds of actual nitrogen. ' 

In using either of these pro- 
grams, Shoulders said, no furth- 
er fertilizer should be neces- 
sary until late may.
